*        commission    In   the   work   to    be   under- 
taken by  that  body.     Tbe  appeal  la  aa 
"     follows: 

To  the  People  of  Canada: 

The  world-wide  struggle  In  which  our 

Empire  la  fighting  for  Ita  rights.  Its 
liberties  and  Ita  very  existence,  has  con- 
tinued for  more  than  two  years.  Every 
effort  that  could  be  honorably  made  on 
our  part  to  avert  was  was  pat  forth 
with  'the  deepest  earnestness  and  sin- 
cerity. There  was  no  escape  from  the 
contest  save  In  dishonor  and  ultimate 
disaster. 

The  wonderful  extent  and  the  thor- 
oughness of  the  enemy's  Ion*  and  care- 
ful preparation  was  imperfectly  under- 
stood at  first,  and  the  magnitude  of  the 
Struggle  has  surpassed  all  expectations. 
Great  Britain's  first  expeditionary  force

has  Increased  more  than  20-fold  and 
that  of  Canada  more  than  12-fold.  The 
climax  of  the  war  Is  rapidly  approach- 
Ing.  The  last  hundred  thousand  men 
that  Canada  will  place  In  the  fighting 
line  may  be  the  deciding  factor  in  a 
struggle,  the  Issue  of  which  will  deter- 
mine the  destiny  of  thla  Dominion,  our 
Empire  and  the  whole  world. 
Undying  Memory 

The  most  eloquent  tribute  cannot  do 
fitting  honor  to  the  men  of  Canada  who 
have  already  rallied  so  splendidly  to  the 
colors,  and  whose  heroic  valor  and 
glorious  achievements  have  crowned 
this  Dominion  with  Imperishable  dis- 
tinction before  the  world.  Remember- 
ing the  sacrifice  by  which  that  distinc- 
tion was  won,  we  recall  with  aolemn 
pride  the  undying  memory  of  those  who 
have  fallen. 

In  the  history  of  every  people  there 
may  come  such  a  challenge  to  the  spirit 
of  ita  cltlsens  as  may  only  be  answered 
In  service  and  devotion  If  the  nation  Is 
to  have  an  abiding  place  In  the  future. 
The  events  of  this  war  bring  that  chal- 
lenge today  to  the  manhood  of  Canada. 

Since  the  war  began  more  than  370,- 
oo*  men  have  enlisted  in  this  Dominion. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand 
have  gone  overseas,  and  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  are  now  in  the  battle 
line.  During  the  first  ten  months  of 
the  present  year  the  number  aent  for- 
ward will  aggregate  141.000.  From 
January  1  to  April  II  of  this  year  the 
enlistments  were  at  the  rate  of  nearly 
1.000  a  day.  Up  to  the  present  our 
forces  have  been  enlisted  and  organised 
more  rapidly  than  facilities  for  trans- 
portation and  accommodation  in  Great 
Britain  could  be  provided.  During  the 
last  four  months  the  number  of  enlist- 
ments has  gradually  decreased,  and 
having  regard  to  future  needs  the  time 
has  come  for  this  appeal. 


Notwithstanding  the  success  of  the 
Allied  forces  In  varloua  theatres  dur- 
ing the  past  Hummer,  there  la  reason 
to  know  the  enemy  Is  sail  I  strong  and 
determined.  A  mightier  effort  than 
may  he  Imaaiued  Is  necessary  to  pro- 
cure e  conclusive  victory.  Thle  war 
must  have  so  decisive  a  remilt  that  a 
lasting  peaoa  can  fee  secured.     We  ere

ths  Allied  nations  have  aU.tost,  if  not 
quite,  overtaken  the  enemy's  standard 
of  preparation.  Therefore  the  result 
will  depend  upon  the  organisation  of 
the  man-power  of  the  Allied  nations. 
Canada  must  be  strong  and  resolute  in 
that  great  endeavor. 

Our  strength  can  be  most  effectively 
thrown  into  this  conflict  by  utilising  In 
all  our  national  activities  for  sustain- 
ing tbe  agricultural.  Industrial  and  com- 
mercial stability  of  Canada,  these  who 
through  age,  or  by  reason  of  physical 
condition  are  not  available  for  service 
at  ths  front,  to  the  end  that  we  may 
place  in  the  battle  line  the  greatest  pos- 
sible proportion  of  those  fit  for  mili- 
tary service,  With  this  view  the  gov- 
ernment has  asked  the  director-general 
and  the  directors  of  national  service  to 
undertake  duties  of  the  highest  Im- 
portance and  urgency.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  men  and  women  of  Canada,  In- 
dividually and  through  their  various 
organisations,  shall  serve  the  nation  In 
those  capacities  In  which  their  services 
may  bs  the  most  valuable.  Thus,  It  is 
the  earnest  duty  of  Canadian  people  to 
Join  with  the  government  In  organising 
the  full  power  of  the  nation  in  human 
energy. 

Appeals  to  AMI 

Under  the  responsibilities  with  which 
X  am  Invested,  and  In  the  name  of  the 
state  which  we  are  all  bound  to  serve, 
it  Is  my  duty  to  appeal,  and  I  do  now 
appeal  most  earnestly  to  the  people  of 
Canada  that  they  assist  and  co-operate 
with  the  government  and  the  directors 
of  national  service  in  the  endeavor  for 
this  purpose.  To  men  of  ell  military 
age  I  make  the  appeal  that  they  place 
themselves  at  the  eerviee  of  the  state 
for  military  doty.  To  all  others  I  make- 
the  appeal  that  they  place'  themselves 
freely  at  the  disposition  of  their  coun- 
try for  such  duty  as  they  are  deemed 
best  fitted  to  perform. 

And  to  the  women  of  Canada,  whose 
spirit  has  been  so  splendid  And  so  in- 
spiring In  this  hour  of  devotion  and 
sacrifice.  I  bid  Godspeed  in  the  mani- 
fold works  of  benefit  In  which  they  are 
now  engaged,  and  I  pray  them  to  aid 
still  more  in  every  field  of  national 
service  for  which  they  may  feel  them- 
selves  fitted. 

Let  us  never  forget  the  solemn  truth 
that  the  nation  Is  not  constituted  of  the 
living  alone.  There  are  those  as  well 
who  may  have  passed  away  and  those 
yet  to  be  born.  So  this  great  responsi- 
bility comes  to  us"  as  heirs  of  the  past 
and  trustees  of  the' future.  But  with 
that  responsibility  there  has  been  some- 
thing greater  still— the  opportunity  of 
proving  ourselves  worthy  of  it,  and  I 
pray  that  this  may  not  be  lost.

MILAN.  Oct.  22,  Via  London,  Oct.  23. 
— The  Corrlcre  Delia  Sera  published 
startling  information  obtained  from  the 
War  Office  relative  to  the  critical  state 
of  the  Austro-Hungarlan  military  re- 
serves. Up  to  the  end  of  April  last  Aus- 
tria hsd  celled  under  arms  7,400,000  men. 
Only  3,000,000,  Including  300,000  In  train- 
ing, are  still  available 

During  the  war  twenty-three  "marsch 
formatlonen."  each  of  which  averages 
315,000  men,  making  a  totel  of  nearly 
5,000.000  marching  reserve  troops,  have 
been  drawn  upon  to  All  gaps  left  In  the 
armlea  in  the  field.  About  000,000  of 
them  are  those  who  returned  to  the 
ranks  after  a  period  of  convalescence. 
so  that  the  enormous  difference  of  4,490,- 
000  men  represents  the  Austro-Hungar- 
lan wastage  In  killed,  permanently  dis- 
abled, prisoners  and  missing. 

Austria-Hungary  has  already  Incor- 
porated In  the  fighting  army  all  men 
able  to  beer  arma  between  the  ages  of 
II  and  50.  and  also  has  mobilised  for 
auxiliary  service  all  men  between  51 
end  55.  Thus  today  the  dual  monarchy 
can  only  use  to  make  good  her  losses 
the  small  leavings  of  repeated  medical 
revisions,  after  which  recourse  will  have 
to  be  made  either  to  boys  of  1?  or  to 
men  over  51.

"The  mom  significant  passage,"  saya 
The  Daily  Mall,  "Is  that  In  which  he  re- 
sponded to  the  appeal  which  President 
Wilson  made  in  ble  speech  to  the  League 
of  Peace  The  world,  engulfed  in  war, 
has  not  yet  fully  realised  the  mo- 
mentous character  of  President  Wil- 
son's declaration.  The  future,  we  be- 
lieve, will  find  It  one  of  th«  great  ut- 
terances of  h Is tory. '  not  merety  'because 
It  announced  to  the  world  America's  de- 
parture from  her  historic  attitude  of 
isolation. 

"afore  important  was  the  offer  It  con- 
tained that  in  sacrificing  that  attitude 
America  should  come  into  the  field,  not 
as  a  challenger,  not  as  a  disturber  of 
the  peace,  but  aa  a  definitely  pacific 
force.  President  Wilson's  proposal  was 
that  America  should  back  with  all  her 
potentialities  the  scheme  for  enforcing 
peace  in  the  world.  He  recognised  that 
the    only    guarantee    of    good    faith    Is 


force,  and  he  proposed  that  force  be  di- 
verted from  competitive  channels  to  the 
common  purpose  of  protecting  all  na- 
tions against  aggression. 

"To  that  proposal,  Viscount  Grey  gives 
emphatic  welcome.  We  believe  Viscount 
Grey's  invitation  will  be  heard  with 
satisfaction  in  every  neutral  country, 
and  that  we  have  seen  the  beginning  of 
a  movement  that  one  day  will  hold  the 
world  in  fee."

LONDON,  Oct.  £3. — Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  Under-Secretary  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  said  last  evening  regarding  an 
Interview  given  by  him  to  the  American 
press  that  when  he  said  certain 
amounts  of  nickel  emanating  from 
Allied  territory  which  were  dispatched 
to  the  United  States  ultimately  found 
their  way  Into  Germany  on  board  tbe 
submarine  Deutschland,  this  In  no  way 
referred  to  nickel  from  Canada. 

He  assured  the  Canadian  Associated 
Press  that  he  had  no  Intention  what- 
ever of  criticising  the  arrangements  for 
controlling  Canadian,  jjlckol  or.  -suggest- 
Ing  '  that  any  nickel  from  '  Canada 
reaches  the  enemy.  The  British  Gov- 
ernment Is  perfectly  satisfied,  he  said, 
with  the  precautions  taken  and  ar- 
rangements made  by  the  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment with  regard  to  nickel.

VON  MACKQNSEN 
TAKES  CONSTANZA 


SOFIA,  Oct.  23.— The  official  com- 
munication from  Bulgarian  headquar- 
ters says: 

"On  the  Dobrudja  front  Sunday  the 
allied  troops  continued  tbe  pursuit  of 
the  enemy.  At  1  o'clock  In  the  after- 
noon our  cavalry  entered  Constansa. 

"On  the  Black  Sea  coast  a  Ruaalan 
squadron  which  participated  in  the  ar- 
tillery combat  disappeared  in  a  north- 
westerly direction.  ' 

"A  German  seaplane  descended  be- 
hind the  enemy  line  on  an  aerodrome 
near  the  village  of  Karakasum  and  de- 
stroyed two  aeroplanes,  after  killing 
the  guard.  The  plane  returned  un- 
harmed." 


PETROGRAD,  Oct.  22.— The  Russian 
and  Roumanian  troops  in  Dobrudja  are 
continuing  to  retreat,  the  War  Office 
announced  today.  They  are  offering 
stubborn  resistance  to  Field  Marshal 
von  Mackensen's  army. 

On  the  Transylvanlan  front  Rou- 
manian forces  made  attacks  yesterday, 
compelling  the  Austro-German  forces 
to  retire  slightly  in  the  Trotus,  Oltus 
and  Slanic  valleys. 

On  the  western  frontier  of  Moldavia 
Roumanian  forcea  are  fighting  stub- 
bornly and  with  success. 

The  text  of  the  announcement  fol- 
lows: 

"On  tbe  northweetern  Roumanian 
front.  In  the  Trotus,  Oltus  and  Slanic 
valleys,  the  enemy,  attacked  by  Rou- 
manian rorces,  was  compelled  to  make 
alight  retirement.  On  the  western 
frontier  of  Moldavia  (Northern  Rou- 
manla)  stubborn  battlea  continue  with 
success  for  the  Roumanians. 

"In  Dobrudja,  under  the  continuing 
pressure  of  the  enemy,  our  troops  and 
the  Roumanian  troops  are  retiring,  of- 
fering stsbborn  resistance  at  the  same 
flme." 

Tlghtlsf  to  Transylvania 

BUCHAREST.  Oct.  33.— The  War  Of- 
flca  announced  today  that  the  Rouman- 
ian forces  In  Dobrudja  had  made  o 
further  retirement  before  the  army  of 
Field  Marshal  von  Mackensen.

LONDON,  Oct.  II.— Particulars  of  the 
granting  of  the  D.  C.  M.  to  six  Canadians 
are   announced   in    Tbe   Gasette_  aa   follows: 

Corporal  J.  J.  Kelly,  infantry,  although 
wounded  early  during  a  heavy  bombard- 
ment, stuck  to  bis  post,  and  his  cool  and 
fearless  handling  of  his  Motion  waa  largely 
responsible  for  the  rep-lee  of  the  enemy. 

Sergeant  C.  McDowell,  Infantry,  wben 
two  of  the  enemy  penetrated  a  trench  Im- 
mediately attacked  them,  and  although 
wounded  he  succeeded  in  bayonetttng  ene 
and  then  killed  both  with  a  bomb. 

Bergeant  D.  MeLeod.  Engineers,  during 
"  a  bombardment  resetted  a  wounded  man 
from  a  crater  under  heavy  machine  gun 
and  shell  (Ire.  By  faithful  work  and  de- 
votion he  was  to  a  great  extent  responsible 
for  the  recovery  of  a  deep  enemy  gallery 
which  enabled  the  position  to  be  success- 
fully  held. 

Sergeant  D.  O'Brien,  Engineer*,  during 
a  bombardment  rescued  a  wounded  man 
from  a  crater  under  a  heavy  machine  gun 
fire,  and  waa  to  a  great  extent  responsible 
for    the    recovery   of   a   deep   enemy    gallery. 

Private  Reynolds,  Royal  Canadians,  led 
a  bombing  party  after  being  wounded  and 
continued  to  press  forward  and  threw 
bombs  with  the  greatest  coolness  and  pre- 
cision. He  was  the  only  man  who  reached 
the  enemy  parapet,  where  he  fought  alone 
with  a  revolver  and  bombs,  and  was  again 
wounded,  but  extricated  hlmseir  with  dif- 
ficulty. 

Sergeant  J.  C.  8tackhouse,  artillery,  when 
a  shell  had  Just  been  rammed  home  real- 
J  ised  that  the  fuse  had  become  Ignited.  He 
Instantly  prevented  the  cartridge  being  put 
in,  and  ordered  the  gin  crew  to  cover  the 
depressed  gun  as  quickly  as  possible.  The 
explosion  took  place  harmlessly.  Ills

BERLIN.  Oct.  13.— The  Roumanian 
fortress  of  Constanaa  has  been  cap- 
tured, the  War  Office  announced  to- 
day.

LONDON,  Oct  34.— According  to  the 
London  morning  newspapers,  the  Ger- 
mans appear  to  have  forced  the  evacua- 
tion of  Constansa  by  cutting  the  trans- 
Dobrudja  railway  about  twenty  miles 
west  of  the  Black  Sea  Coast.  As  the 
Germans  make  no  claims  to  consider- 
able captures,  it  Is  assumed  here  that 
the  Roumanians  made  good  their  escape. 

The  Times'  military  correspondent 
comments  thus  on  the  situation:  "Do- 
brudja is  a  separate  and  not  vital  thea- 
tre, which  tbe  Roumanians  can  afford 
to  lose  without  great  hurt.  But  the  re- 
ported loss  of  Constansa  Is  a  disagree- 
able blow,  limiting,  aa  It  doea,  the 
means  of  access  of  Russian  reinforce- 
ments. It  is  also  a  tactical  defeat, 
which,  coming  after  the  loss  of  Turtukat 
and  Hermannstadt.  necessarily  reduces 
Roumanian  strength  as  well  as  that  of 
Russians  and  Serbs  who  took  part  In 
this  action,  and  must  also  impair  tbe 
confidence  of  the  Roumanians  in  them- 
selves." 

The  Morning  Post  ssys:  "While  the 
loss  of  Constansa  is  serious,  tbe  threat 
against  Tchernsvoda  la  more  serious.  If 
it  is  true  The  only  bridge  across  the 
Danube  between  Belgrade  and  the  sea  Ts 
at  Tchernavoda,  and  complete  posses- 
sion of  the  railway  and  the  bridge  would 
open  the  way  to  Bucharest" 

The  Dnjly  Mall  says:  "Constanaa  con- 
tained Immense  store  of  petroleum  and 
grain.  Whether  these  have  been  de- 
stroyed ts  not  clear,  but  If  not,  the 
enemy  has  obtained  Important  supplies. 
_The  lose  of  this  port  will  be  a  serious 
blow.  Roumsnla  Is  deprived  of  valuable 
economic  resources  and  of  a  short  and 
convenient  line  of  communication  be- 
tween Odessa  and  Bucharest  by  way 
of  the  Black  Use.  Moreover,  the  reper- 
cussion of  tbe  event  In  the  Balkans  end 
the  middle  Beat  will  be  great." 

Tbe  Times  thinks  more  military  Im- 
portance must  still  be  attached  to  the 
Transylvania  side  of  Roumania's  war 
than  to  Dobrudja. 

Gen.  Von  Falenheyn,  says  The  Times, 
now  leas  a  footing  on  the  Roumanian 
stde  of  at  least  five  passes,  and  has 
reached  the  frontier  et  moot  of  the 
others.

Norwegians,  Swedes,  Dutch, 
Danes  and  Greeks  Hit  by 
Submarine  War — Donald- 
son Line  Steamer  Lost. 


LONDON.  Oct.  23. — The  Greek  steam- 
er Aris.  2.719  tons,  and  the  Norwegian 
steamer  Drain.  776  gross  tons,  have 
been  aunk.  It  is  announced  by  Lloyds  to- 
night. 

Tbe  Norwegian  steamer  Baftsuhd,  697 
tons,  has  been  sunk,  says  Router's 
Christlanla  correspondent.  The  crew 
was  tended. 

Lloyds  announces  that  the  Norwegian 
steamer  Ull,  1,133  tons,  and  th*  Dut  ii 
steamer  Helga,  1,182  tons,  have  been 
sunk.     Their  crewa  were  saved. 

The  sinking  of  the  Danish  steamship 
Hebe  and  the  Dutch  ateamshlp  Fortune, 
of  1,264  tons  gross,  was  reported  today 
at  Lloyds.  Ten  survivors  of  the  For- 
tune were  landed.  Tbe  captain  and  16 
others.   It  is   feared,  were  drowned. 

It  also  was  announced  that  the  Don- 
aldson liner  Cabolla,  of  4,309  tens  gross, 
was  believed  to  have  been  sunk.  The 
Cabolla,  341  feet  long,  was  built  In  1900. 

Lloyds  announces  that  the  Norwegian 
steamers  Rabbi.  373  tons  gross,  and  ths 
Rlsoy,  1.129  tons  gross,  have  been  sunk. 
The  sinking  of  the  Danish  schooner 
Fiitsaerall  end  the  Swedish  bark  Lenka 
also  is  announced.

LONDON,  Oct.  33. — Another  impor- 
tant contribution  to  the  discussion  on 
Peace  was  made  by  Viscount  Grey, 
Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  at  a  lun- 
cheon given  today  by  the  Foreign  Press 
Association,  at  which  the  diplomatic 
representatives  of  all  the  Allied  coun- 
tries were  present 

The  Foreign  Secretary  made  it  plain 
that  the  Allies  were  not  prepared  to 
discuss  peace  terms,  and  gave  no  Indi- 
cation of  what  their  terms  might  be, 
but  welcomed  any  effort  by — neutral 
countries  for  a  combination  to  prevent 
future  wars.  Some  of  the  most  im- 
portant pasaagea  In  the  secretary's 
speech  follow: 

"I  would  like  to  talk,  not.  Indeed, 
about  actual  conditions  of  peace,  which 
can  only  be  stated  and  formulated  by 
the  Allies  together  and  not  by  any  of 
them  separately,  but  about  the  general 
objects  which  the  Allies  must  secure 
In  this  war.  And  to  do  this  I  would 
ask  you  recall  that  we  must  never  for- 
get how  the  war  came  about  If  we 
are  to  approach  peace  In  a  proper 
spirit  It  can  only  be  by  recollecting  and 
recalling  and  never  for  a  moment  for- 
getting what  was  the  real  cause  of 
the  war. 

-Borne  people  say,  'Oh,  we  need  not 
go  back  over  that  old  ground  now; 
everybody  knows  It' 

Affects    Peace    Conditions 

"You  cannot  go  back  to  It  too  often. 
It  affects  the  conditions  of  peace  Ger- 
many talks  of  peace;  her  statesmen 
tn.lk  of  peace  today.  They  say,  'Ger- 
many must  have  guarantees  agalnat 
being  attacked  again.' 

"If  this  war  had  been  foroed  upon 
Germany  that  would  be  a  logical  state- 
ment It  Is  -  precisely  because  It  was 
n->t  forced  upon  Germany,  but  was 
forced  by  Germany  upon  Europe,  that 
If  Is  the  Allies  who  must  have  guar- 
antees for  future  peace. 

"In  July,  1914,  no  one  thought  of 
attacking  Germany.  It  Is  said  that 
Russia  was  the  first  to  mobilise.  That 
I  understand  Is  what  is  reported  In 
Germany  In  justification  for  the  state- 
ment that  the  war  was  not  an  aggres- 
sive war  on  Germany's  part,  but  was 
forced  on  her. 

"Russia  never  made  the  mobilisation 
of  which  Germany  has  complained  un- 
til after  Germany  refused  a  confer- 
ence, and  never  made  it  until  after  the 
report  appeared  In  Germany  that  Ger- 
many had  ordered  mobilization  and  that 
report  had  been  telegraphed  to  Petro- 
grad. 

Plan   Pre- Arranged 

"The  whole  plan  of  campaign  of  the 
German  stuff  was  u»  attack  through 
Belgium,  and  now  It  Is  reported  that 
they  had  to  attack  through  Belgium 
because  other  people  had  planned  to 
attack  through  Belgium.  I  would  like 
nothing  better  than  to  nee  those  state- 
ments that  Russia's  mobilisation  was 
an  aggressive  one,  and  that  other 
powers,  any  other  power,  had  traf- 
ficked In  the  neutrality  of  Belgium,  or 
Planned  to  attack  through  Belgium— 
I  would  like  to  see  those  statements 
Investigated  before  any  Independent, 
Impartial   tribunal. 

"German  organization  Is  very  suc- 
cessful In  some  things,  but  Is  In  noth- 
ing more  successful  than  In  preventing 
the  truth  reaching  their  people  and  in 
presenting  to  them  a  point  of  view 
which  Is  not  thpA  of  truth. 

"When  England  proposed  a  confer- 
ence, Russia,  France  and  Italy  accepted 
the  conference.  And  one  power  re- 
fused It  When  four  powers  offer  a 
conference  and  one  power  refuses  It, 
Is  It  tbe  powers  which  offer  It  who  are 
forcing  the  war  or  Is  It  the  power  that 
Is  refusing  It? 

"The  Emperor  of  Russia  offered  to 
refer  to  The  Hague  Tribunal.  Wben 
one  sovereign  offers  The  Hague  Tri- 
bunal and  another  refuses  It  Is  It  ths 
sovereign  who  offers  the  reference  to 
The  Hague  which  is  forcing  war? 

"On  the  very  eve  of  wax  Francs  gave 
her  pledge  to  respect  the  neutrality  of 
Belgium  If  Germany  would  not  violate 
It  And  we  asked  for  such  pledges. 
Was  It  the  power  which  asked  for  a 
pledge  and  the  power  which  mads  a 
pledge,  which  was  responsible  for  the 
violation  of  the  neutrality  of  Belgium 
or  tbe  power  that  refused  to  give  tbe 
guarantee? 


"We  were  asked  by  Germany  to  re- 
main neutral  on  certain  conditions.  We) 
were  asked  to  condone  violation  of  the 
neutrality  of  Belgium  and  to  give  Ger- 
many a  free  hand  to  take  whatever 
French  colonies  she  liked.  That  was  the 
plan — not  only  to  isolate  us,  but  to  dis- 
credit us.

"Never  at  any  time  was  there  a  sug- 
gestion that  a  French  or  an  English 
soldier  should  enter  Belgium,  unless  to 
prevent  the  abolition  of  her  neutrality, 
which  had  been  undertaken  by  Ger- 
many. 

"All  efforts  to  avoid  war  to  1»14 
failed  because  you  cannot  have  peace 
without  goodwill,  and  because  la  Ger- 
many there  was  a  will  to  wsr.  not  to 
the  will  to  peace.  But  lately  the 
Crown  Prince  deplored  the  loss  of  life 
caused  by  this  wsr.  Tee,  It  was  be- 
cause we  knew  what  the  suffering  of 
wsr  must  be  and  how  terrible  a  wsr  In 
Europe  would  be,  that  we  tried  to  avetd 
It  In  1*14.  That  was  the  time  to  ho 
penetrated  with  a  sense  of  what  war 
meant.  It  Was  because  we  knew  What 
It  meant  that  we  tried  to  avoid  war, 
snd  because  we  hero  thla  eapertence  sC 
whet  wax  doea  mean  we  are  determined 
the  war  shall  not  end  until  wo  can  bs 
sure  si  any  rale  that  this  generation 
and  gene-rations  In  the  future  shall  not 
be  subjected  to  such  a  terrible  trial 
again 


LONDON,  Oct.  33.— More  than  a  thou- 
sand  yards  of  Uerman  trenches  la  ths 
region  of  Queudecourt  and  Lesboeufs  were 
taken  by  the  British  In  fighting  north  of 
the  Bomme  River  In  France  this  afternoon, 
according  to  the  official  communication 
Issued  tonight.  In  tbe  region  of  Orand* 
court  the  British  artillery  stopped  a  Ger- 
man plea  for  aa  attack.  Tbe  communi- 
cation   says: 

"This  afternoon  In  the  course  of  opera- 
tions by  the  right  wing  of  our  front  south 
of  the  Aser*  we  advaneed  our  line  east  of 
Ousudecourt  and  Lesboeuts  ssd  captured 
over  a   thousand   yards  of   enemy    trenches. 

"During  the  day  our  front  IB  the  neigh- 
borhood of  i.e  Mars  was  heavily  whetted. 
South  of  Grandeourt  this  afternoon  the 
enemy  massed  for  an  attack,  but  was 
stopped  by  our  artillery,  Hlxty-sla  addi- 
tional prleoners  are  reported  as  a  result 
of  the  fighting  at  the  Schwaben  redoubt 
and  Le  Bars,  In  addition  to  the  total  given 
yesterday. 

"Last  night  two  German  raids  wsrs  at- 
tempted against  our  trenches  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Oommecourt.  One  was 
stopped  by  our  Ore,  and  the  enemy  suf- 
fered heavy  casualties.  The  second  pene- 
trated our  outpost  lines,  but  was  quickly 
driven    back    by    our    counter-attack. 

"Yesterday  our  aeroplanes  bombed  two 
railway  stations  behind  the  enemy  lines, 
hitting  a  train  snd  doing  much  damage  to 
buildings  and   rolling  stork. 

"Seven  enemy  machines  were  brought 
down  and  many  others  were  forced  to  land 
In  a  damaged  condition.  Eight  of  our  ma- 
chines   have    not    returned." 

French    Make    Progress 

PARIS,  Oct.  St.— The  bulletla  Issued  to- 
nlght  by  the  War  Office  reads: 

"An  Isolated  operation  today  enabled  us 
to  progress  appreciably  northeast  of  Mor- 
val.  The  total  number  of  prisoners  w« 
captured  -yesterday  northeast  of  Saltfy- 
Ball  Ileal   Is  nearly  to. 

"South  of  the  Bomme  there  waa  aa  ar- 
tillery duel,  especially  brisk  In  the  region 
of  the  Chaulnes  ^  wood.

— The  secret  beck  of  the  machinations 
in  the  Oresk  capital  which  led  to  the 
taking  .of  vigorous  measures  by.  the 
French  commanders  for  tha  ultimate 
safety  of  the  Allied  forces  under  Gen.

It  Is  now  known  that  on  the  day  that 
the  Italian  contingent  Joined  the  expe- 
ditionary force*  at  Salontca  e  new 
period  of  activity  began  among  the  pro- 
Russian  cliques  In  Athens.  Only  psompt 
action  recently  prevented  the  plotting 
from  coming  to  a  head,  to  the  serious 
danger  of  the  cause  of  the  Allies. 

The  greet  aim  and  ambition  of 
Greece  wee  to  gain  territorial  footing 
on  the  coaet  line  of  Aula  Minor,  and  the 
assertion  of  eventual  rights  to  Con- 
stantinople itself  was  put  forth  ee  the 
high  demand  from  which  a  compromise 
later  could  be  profitably  made  for  a 
minor  concession  of  great  value.  The 
knowledge  In  Athene  that  because  of 
the  King  all  this  ambition  la  now.  vain 
and  likely  to  be  forever  sterile  Is  the 
chief  cause  of  the  desperate  effort  to 
thwart  the  operations  of  the  Allies  In 
every  possible  way.  with  the  risk  even 
of  diarupting  the  Kingdom  of  Greece 
and  seeing  the  nation  torn  again  into 
fractions. 

That  the  Allies  practically  have 
agreed  that  Smyrna  is  to  be  awarded  to 
Italy  in  the  settlement  after  the  war  Is 
now  accepted  in  Athens  as  an  estab- 
lished fact.  The  point  has  been  the 
subject  of  rumors  In  well  Informed 
circles,  but  a  cautious  censorship  In  the 
Allied  countries  kept  it  from  public 
knowledge.  Now  allusions  of  a  guarded 
kind  In  the  newspapers  show  that  there 
Is  abundant  reason  for  the  belief  enter- 
tained in  Athena  among  political  and 
military  leaders. 

Smyrna  represented  the  concrete  goal 
of  Greece.  It  la  said  that  when  the 
Greek  public  learns  that  its  aspirations 
are  finally  to  be  frustrated  because  of 
the  policies  of  King  Constantino  Ita 
anger  may  lead  to  excesses,  the.  result 
of  which  will  be  appalling.

Russian  Forces  Succeed  in 
Driving  Back  von  Falken- 
hayn'sArmyin  Region  South 
of  Dorna  Watra. 


PBTROGRAD,  Oct.  23.— The  powerful 
Austro-Oerman  offensive  launched  a 
week  ago  in  the  region  south  of  Dorna- 
Watra,  with  the  intention  of  driving  a 
wedge  between  the  Russian  and  Rou- 
manian forces  and  preventing  Russia 
sending  further  assistance  to  her  new 
ally  and  regaining  Bukowlna,  apparently 
has  broken  down  before  the  counter- 
manoeuvres  of  the  Russian  forces. 

The  Russian  command,  anticipating 
the  German  move,  threw  a  large  body  of 
troops  to  this  position  of  the  front, 
causing,  according  to  official  accounts, 
the  Austro-Germans  to  fall  back  to 
their  original  poaitlona 

During  the  last  week  Field  Marshal 
von  Hlndenburg  also  has  been  striving 
to  establish  new  positions  on  two  of  the 
most  Important  sectors  of  the  western 
front  along  the  routes  leading  eastward 
from  Vladimir- Volynskl,  where  the  Rus- 
sians still  hold  the  points  gained  at  the 
commencement  of  General  BrusllofTs  of- 
fensive last  May,  and  in  the  Bnesany 
dlatrict  of  Gellcla,  where  the  Russian 
lines,  curving  around  the  town,  run 
aouthwestwerd.  Both  of  these  sectors 
represent  vulnerable  spots  in  the  Ger- 
man defence,  as  an  advance  by  the  Rus- 
sian fore  ps  at  these  points  would 
threaten  directly  Kovel  and  Lemberg. 
Desperate  Xffort  s 

Recent  fighting  south  of  Kuropatniki 
is  characteristic  of  the  Intensity  of  the 
struggle  now  proceeding.  The  Germans 
kept  up  a  bombardment  all  day  and  be- 
gan an  advance  in  force  in  the  evening, 
reaching  the  advanced  Russian  trenches. 
After  a  long  bayonet  encounter  In  the 
dark,  they  were  driven  back  with  the 
Russians  at  their  heels.  The  official  re- 
ports say  that  the  Russian  troops  fol- 
lowed the  retreating  attackers  through 
their  wire  entanglements,  end  finally 
succeeded  in  occupying  German  first- 
line  positions.  A  similar  dash  wee  made 
by  German  troops  on  the  other  flank. 
In  the  Brseaany  sector,  where  an  ad- 
vance was  made  In  solid  formation  af- 
ter the  German  guns  had  destroyed  the 
wire  barriers.  The  Russian  artillery 
and  machine  guns  checked  the  attack. 

From  the  aucceaa  achieved  by  the  Rus- 
sian forces  in  these  operations,  the 
Russky  Invallde  concludes  that  the  Rus- 
sian strategy  prevented  the  enemy  from 
detaching  any  troops  from  the  Vledlmir- 
Volynski-Hallcs  front  for  the  assistance 
of  the  German  plan  in  the  Carpathians 
and  Transylvania 

"The  enemy  likewise."  says  the  peper, 
"is  convinced  of  the  futility  of  further 
efforts  In  Galicia  end  new  la  preparing 
for  e  Winter  tenure  under  the  present 
conditions."

GRAND  MERE,  Que.,  Oct  33.— Hon. 
P.  E.  Blondln,  Secretary  of  State,  ad- 
dressed several  thousands  gathered  in 
the  skating  rink  here  on  Sunday  after- 
noon. Mr.  Blondln's  address  waa  de- 
voted principally  to  discussion  of  the 
war. 

"It  would  be  a  terrible  calamity  if 
the  Allies  were  defeated  in  the  present 
war;  the  calamity  would  be  still  more 
terrible  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  if 
victory  were  won  without  our  partici- 
pation," was  one  of  the  forcible  state- 
ments made  during  the  address  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Hon.  Mr.  Blondln 
alao  touched  on  political  matters,  speak- 
ing particularly  of  the  bitter  campaign 
carried  on  against  him  in  his  district 
because  of  his  attitude  in  the  Keewatln 
matter,  the  Lapotnte  motion,  and  the 
war  policy  of  the  Government 

Speaking  of  the  "Liberal  tactics."  he 
said  that  before  the  ministers  began 
their  series  of  meetings,  their  opponents' 
cry  had  been  "general  elections."  To 
this  the  ministers  had  but  one  reply.  As 
long  as  the  war  lasted  the  Government 
would  sleep  on  their  cannon  and  keep 
their  powder  dry,  and  would  not  im- 
pose an  election  while  the  crisis  lasted. 
On  two  occasions  he  asserted  the  Lib- 
erals had  taken  advantage  of  the  situ- 
ation and  swept  the  country,  but  the 
Government  were  too  loyal  to  do  this. 


Greeks  Appeal  to  Vatican 
ROME,  Oct  23,  Via  London.  Oct.  23. — 
Through  the  Catholic  Bishop  of  Athens, 
Greeks  have  applied  to  the  Vatican, 
urging  the  Pope,  as  the  greatest  spirit- 
ual neutral  power,  to  intervene  in  their 
favor,  together  with  America,  the  great- 
est temporal  neutral  power.  The  final 
decision  of  the  Pops  is  not  yet  known, 
but  in  Vatican  clrclee  it  is  conaldered 
unlikely  that  he  will  take  any  such  atep, 
because  of  his  well-known  policy  of 
standing  aloof.

POTATO  EXPORTS 


Circular  Issued  by  Department 
of  Agriculture  Sets  Forth 
Arrangements  Made  With 
U.  S.  Authorities. 


OTTAWA.  Oct  23.— The  Department 
of  Agriculture  has  issued  the  following 
circular  relating  to  the  shipment  of 
potatoes  from  Canada  to  the  United 
States: 

"At  the  commencement  of  the  potato 
shipping  season  numerous  Inquiries  are 
being  received  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Canadian  shippers,  as 
well  as  United  States  Importers,  re- 
lating to  the  conditions  in  force  at 
present  governing  the  export  of  pota- 
toes to  the  states.  While  there  is  no 
doubt  that  there  exlat  good  and  profit- 
able markets  for  potatoes  in  the  Domin- 
ion, owing  to  a  decided  crop  shortage 
In  certain  localities,  it  is  expected  that 
there  will  be  considerable  Increase  In 
the  exports  of  potatoes  from  Canada  to 
the  States  in   the  near  future. 

"In  order  to  widely  Inform  Interested 
parties,  the  Department  calls  attention 
to  the  arrangements  made  last  year  by 
Hon.  Martin  Burrell.  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, with  the  Department  of  Agrl- 
culter  of  the  United  States,  the  same 
conditions  applying  to  shipments  this 
year. 

"Certification  prior  to  shipment  of 
potatoes  offered  for  export  haa  been 
waived  by  the  United  States  authori- 
ties aa  far  as  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
Is  concerned,  providing  that  only  pota- 
toes free  from  Injurious  potato  diseases 
and  Insect  pests  are  offered  for  entry. 

"But  no  shipment  may  be  made  unless 
a  permit  has  been  isued  to  the  United 
States  importer,  as  provided  for  In  the 
United  States  regulations,  and  not  -to 
the  Canadian  shipper.  When  negotiat- 
ing with  United  States  importers.  Cana- 
dian shippers  should  demand  from  their 
clients  the  permit  number  Issued  to 
them  by  their  government.  Each  ship- 
ment must  show  on  the  accompanying 
papers  the  number  of  the  permit,  other- 
wise entry  may  be  refused. 

"Inspection  will  be  made  by  a  United 
States  inspector  at  the  port  of  entry 
specified  In  the  permit,  and  if  the  ship- 
ment be  found  to  be  diseased  entry  may 
be  refused.  The  continuation  of  this 
privilege  will  depend  entirely  upon  the 
offering  of  potatoes  free  from  disease 
and  Insect  pests.  All  persons  engaged 
in  this  tipde  should  be  most  careful 
concerning  the  quality  of  their  potatoes, 
in  order  to  avoid  rejection,  since  re- 
fusal of  infected  shipments  may  Involve 
heavy  freight  charges  besides  other 
losses. 

'While  a  negllble  percentage  of  pota- 
toes infected  with  such  common  dis- 
eases as  scab,  black  leg,  fusarium.  wilt 
and  dry  rot  will  not  operate  against  the 
entry  of  shipments  of  potatoes,  the 
presence  of  a  considerable  number  of 
diseased  potatoes  will  cause  a  shipment 
to  be  refused  entry,  hence  all  potatoes 
affected  by  any  of  these  diseases  should 
be  eliminated,  and  only  clean  and  dis- 
ease-free potatoes  shipped."

Russians  and  Their  Foes  at 
Close  Grips  on  Line  From 
Gulf  of  Riga  to  Danube — 
Near  Climax. 


LONDON,  Oct.  33. — The  greatest  bat- 
tle in  the  world's  history  is  about  to  be 
staged  on  the  Eastern  front,  in  the 
oplnon  of  high  military  officials  here 
After  months  of  manoeuvring,  nearly 
seven  million  men  have  come  to  grips 
along  the  almost  unbroken  front  from 
Riga  to  the  Danube. 

Hand-to-hand  fighting  of  the  most  vio- 
lent character  Is  going  on  on  the  whole 
length  of  the  900-mile  Una  The  next 
three  weeks  will  probably  see  the  cli- 
max of  this  struggle. 

So  far  there  Is  no  Indication  of  a  final 
result,  although  the  Russians  unques- 
tionably are  slowly  gaining  ground.  The 
chief  Russian  move  at  the  moment 
seems  to  aim  at  enveloping  Hallcs 
from  the  north  end  the  cutting  of  the 
Teuton  line  of  communications  between 
that  stronghold  and  Lemberg. 

That  the  attacks  of  the  Gear's  troops 
ere  succeeding  in  smashing  the  enemy's 
defences  at  some  points  Is  Indicated  In 
no  uncertain  manner  by  the  sudden  and 
hurried  transfer  of  the  German  third 
guards  division  to  the  Halics  sector  from 
Lemberg,  where  they  had  hitherto  been 
held  In  reserve. 

Observers  ley  emphasis  on  the  value 
of  the  Russian  Winter  to  the  Czar's 
troops.  This  period  will  prove,  as  it  hes 
proved  In  the  pest  of  immense  value  to 
the  Russlens  and  little  value  to  the  Teu- 
tons. For  the  Russlens  it  means  the 
accumulation  of  greet  shell  supplies  end 
training  of  new  armies  of  reserves.  It 
means  that  when  warm  weether  returns 
the  power  of  the  enemy  will  be  strained

Koshe,  all  of  whom  have  elven  her  con- 
siderable encouragement.  The  work  and 
scope  of  the  bureau,  which  could  he 
placed  under  one  of  the  departments, 
would  be  to  Investigate  end  report 
upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  children 
and  child  Ufa,  Including  infant  mor- 
tality, the  birth  rate,  Immigration,  own* 
serous  occupations,  mothers'  fisnslana. 
etc. 

Mrs.  Campbell  does  not  propose  that 
the  bureau  should  encroach  upon  Pro- 
vincial rights,  nor  relieve  the  various 
Provinces,  but  it  would  furnish  reliable 
Information  to  the  Provinces  end  the 
general   public. 

la  her  interviews  with  the  Prime  Min- 
ister and  his  colleagues,  Mrs.  Campbell 
pointed  out  that  children  ere  more 
valuable  to  the  state  then  they  were 
before  the  war,  and  that  the  nation 
spends  less  upon  the  scientific  study 
of  such  problems  than  on  the  protection 
of  live  animals  or  the  extermination  of 
noxious  weeds.  She  pointed  out  that 
It  had  been  discovered  in  the  United 
States  that  100,000  Infants  die  annually 
before  reaching  the  age  of  twelve 
months,  and  M  per  cent  of  these  deaths 
are  unnecessary.  Mrs.  Campbell  la 
hopeful  that  provision  will  he  made  fee

British  and 
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Seattle  la  Juat  now  to  the  throes  of  a 
post-prohibition  campaign  A  measure 
that  Will  permit  the  re-opening  of  brew- 
erlea  and  the  aale  of  liquors  at  hotels 
with  meals  Is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
people  next  month  and  necessarily  thers 
Is  a  great  deal  of  agitation  on  the  part 
of  the  "w*ts"  and  the  "dries.".  Sychron- 
Izing  with  this  is  a  campaign  against 
drag  stores  which  are  running  "blind 
pigs"  Several  explanations  are  sug- 
gested for  the  fact  that  these  stores 
have  managed  to  get  so  clearly  In  the 
limelight  Juat  now.  One  Is  that  the 
"wets"  wish  to  demonstrate  that  "pro- 
hibition does  not  prohibit;"  another  la 
that  the  Mayor,  having  an  eye  to  the 
next  election  and-  being  rather -more 
-than  willing  to  occupy  the  elv.lc  chair 
for  another  term  la  exhibiting  unusual 
activity;  a  third. Is  that  from  having 
been  a  "wet"  he  has  conscientiously  be- 
come a  "dry"  and  Is  bound  to  suppress 
the  Illegal  trafflc  If  he  can.  Seattle  Is 
a  plsc*  where  people  think  intensely 
about  everything,  and  to  get  an  un- 
biassed opinion  on  this  or  any  other 
subject  is  a  difficult  proposition.  There 
is  not  very  much  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  the  reault  of  the  six  months  ex- 
perience of  prohibition.  Everyone  ad- 
mire that  there  has  been  a  marked  re- 
duction In  rents  in  down-town  pre- 
mises, which  la  explained  by  the  fact 
that  scores  of  saloons  were  located  at 
corners  and  other  exceptionally  good 
positions.  ..These  places  were  thrown 
upon  the  rent  market.  The  saloon  men 
themselves  say  they  were  paying  ex- 
cessive rents,  for  landlords  had  a  fas- 
hion of  Increasing  the  rent  whenever  a 
lease  was  renewed.  No  other  line  of 
business  can  afford  to  pay  such  rents 
as  the  saloons  did,  and  the  places  that 
have  been  let  for  other  purposes  bring. 
In  pome  cases,  not  one-third  of  what 
the  saloon  'keepers  psld.  The  water- 
front saloons  are  for  the  most  part 
vacant  without  much  Immediate  pros- 
pect of  their  being  reopened  for  any 
purpose,  although  some  lines  of  busi- 
ness have  been  attracted  to  that  part 
of  the  town  because  the  rents  are  al- 
most nominal.  The  general  opinion 
among  agents  is  that  the  rent  question 
will  shortly  readjust  Itself  upon  a 
business  basis.  Although  the  high  sume 
paid  by  the  saloons  are  not  likely  to  be 
paid  by  any  other  businesses.  ,  Another 
reason  why  rents  in  the  down-town 
section  are  not  likely  for  a  consider- 
able time  to  get  back  to  what  they 
were  Is  the  steady  movement  of  mer- 
cantile business  towards  the  north  end 
of  th*  city.  As  a  rule  the  saloon 
keepers  take  the  matter  very  philoso- 
phically, their  views  being  fairly  well 
expressed  by  the  proprietor  of  what 
waa  perhaps  the  most  famous  saloon  in 
tb*  olty.  who  has  aald  that,  now  he  Is 
out  of  the  business,  he  would  not  go 
into  It  again  If  he  could,  because  he 
feels  certain  that  national  prohibition 
Is  coming.  \ 

Many  of  the  "drys"  express  regret 
that  the  law  is  so  framed  that  large 
sums  of  money  are  being  sent  to  Cali- 
fornia for  liquors  and  paid  to  the  ex- 
press companies  for  bringing  It  up. 
The  system  of  permits  facilitates  such 
Importations,  which  have  Increased 
rapidly  In  number.  On  the  other  hand, 
It  la  fair  to  say  that  some  of  those 
who  began  taking  out  permits  as  soon 
as  the  law  went  Into  force  are  aban- 
doning the  practice.  Importation  by 
permit  has  at  present  all  the  ear- 
marks of  a  t  cm  library  erase.  Men  wait 
in  long  queues  at  the  desk  of  the  officer 
Issuing  the  permits.  The  general 
opinion  seems  to  be  that  when  the 
novelty  of  the  thing  wears  off  the  Is- 
suing of  permits  will  decrease. 

The  hotelmen  say  that  they  miss 
the  bar  receipts  very  much,  for  these 
met  the  deficits  which  are  bound  to  oc- 
cur In  the  dining-rooms.  There  la 
scene  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  ef- 
fect upon  travel,  but  the  general  weight 
of  opinion  aeems  to  be  that  there  has 
been  no  material  change.  The  down- 
town hotels,  which  did  a  largo  bar 
business,  feel  the  change  very  acutely; 
but  the  newer  places  find  their  travel- 
ing patronage  •araewhat  Improved, 

There  le  no  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  the  effect  upon  general  retail  trade, 
which  kae  undoubtedly  Improved,  al- 
though this  may  be  due  In  part  to  the 
general  Improvement  In  business.  The 
closing  af  the  breweries  hea  thrown  a 
Number  af  men  out  of  employment  nnd 
they  have  not  all  yet  maaagsd  to  get 
work.  Saving*  bank  deposits  are  In- 
creestag.  though  not  very  rapidly. 

Taking  everything  Into  account.  In- 
cluding in*  great  enlargement  on  pay- 
rolls  do*  to  shipbuilding  and  the  large 
•apart  trad*  to  hikes  la.  which  factor* 
la  the  basin***     situation     cannot     be

accuracy,  li  is  impossible  at  this  stage 
to  speak  with  any  great  degree  of  cer- 
tainty a*  t«  Lee  general  entect  *f  pre- 
Milllsa  In  assiti*.  Th*  opinion*  of 
two  asm,  who  hav*  been  cloaely  Identi- 
aed  with  business  there  for  mora  than 
a  quarter  of  a  century,  follow.  One 
v*t*d  "wot"  aad  the  other  -dry."  Th* 
former  said  that  on  the  whole  he 
thought  the  chang*  had  mad*  many 
families  more  comfortable;  the  Utter 
w*s  a  little  discouraged  because  so 
much  liquor  was  being  Imported.  Both 
admitted  that  there  waa  considerable 
drunkonnes*  In  tb*  streets,  but  both  ex- 
plained It  by  the  fact  that,  when  saloons 
were  running,  men  wer*  allow*d  to 
sloop  off  their  intoxication  In  them. 
Neither  of  them  would  vote  for  a  re- 
turn to  the  open  bar. 


One  feature  of  the  campaign  against 
"blind  pigs"  amazes  a  Canadian.  Tb* 
Mayor  ha*  appointed  a  "dry  squad." 
When  they  have  proof  that  a  drug  store 
la  surreptitiously  selling  liquor  the 
"dry  squad"  proceeds  to  demolish 
everything  In  the  premise*.  On  last 
Saturday  and  Sunday  night*  two  drug 
stores  wore  raided.  Everything  break- 
able waa  broken  and  *ever*l  thousands 
of  dollsrs  worth  of  property  waa  In 
•ach  case  ^destroyed.  No  one  pretend* 
that  this  destruction  is  legal,  leest  of 
all  the  M*yor,  but  he  *ays  the  mon*y 
Is  always  forthcoming  to  pay  Ones,  and 
the  only  way  to  prevent  such  places  be- 
ing run  la  to  smash  everything  In 
sight  Up  to  ths  present  public 
opinion  is  with  th*  Mayor.  The  illicit 
vendors  have  no  sympathy  from  any- 
one, either  "wefor  "dry."  On  the 
whole  the  problem  of  prohibition  as  It 
has  so  far  developed  in  Seattle  is  one 
of  very  great  Interest  from  every  point 
of  view. 


The  Ailles  continue  to  make  progress 
on  the  Western  front.  The  most  recent 
advance*  by  the  British  and  French 
menace  Bapaume.  Berlin  Is  unable  to 
make  out  even  a  plausible  denial  of 
these  successes,  and  contents  Itself  with 
saying  that  they  were  accomplished  only 
after  "a  useless  sacrifice  of  life.  Our 
own  accountts  do  not  speak  of  heavy 
casualties. 

Those  persons  who  are  able  to  get  a 
fairly  general  Idea  of  what  is  going  on 
along  the  eastern  front  anticipate  a  very 
serious  battle,  which  they  say  will  rage 
all  the  way  from  niga  to  the  Danube, 
We  ourselvsa  are  disposed  to  think  that 
this  is  a  case  of  putting  two  and  two 
together  and  making  five,  for  we  do  not 
see  how  It  is  possible  or  how  It  would 
be  wise  for  Germany  to  weaken  her  posi- 
tions elsewhere,  as  she  would  have  to  do 
to  engage  the  Russians  over  so  great  an 
area.  The  Russians  have  been  generally 
successful  In  Volhynla  and  Ualicia.  and 
If  the  Central  Empires  were  not  equal  to 
the  task  of  keeping  back  the  Csar  a 
forces  in  the  centre  it  Is  hard  to  under- 
stand how  they  car^  take  the  offensive 
over  the  whole  line.  Possibly  the  sup- 
position is  that  there  will  be  a  general 
Russian  offensive,  which  would  greatly 
relieve  the  position  of  Roumanla. 

The  effort  of  the  Bulgar-Oermanic 
force  to  punish  Roumanla  for  daring  to 
enter  into  the  war  is  being  pushed  with 
persistence,  and  with  some  success,  but 
the  Roumanian  War  Office  Is  very  far 
from  being  despondent  over  the  outlook, 
and  while  admitting  retirement  In  the 
Dobrudja  claims  successes  on  the  Tran- 
sylvanlan  border. 

The  Serbs  continue  to  make  progress 
on  the  Macedonian  front.  The  order  is- 
sued" by  the  Entente  that  the  Greek 
army  shall  be  withdrawn  to  Morea  and 
give  up  its  munitions  and  stores  now  In 
Thessaly  Is  evidently  preliminary  to  an 
advance  in  force  by  General  Sarralla 
troops.

The  presidential  election  Is  lncreas- 
tng  In  intensity,  especially  on  the  side 
of  the  Republicans.  Attacks  upon  can- 
didates for  the  high  office  of  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  United  States  have 
not  infrequently  been  bitter,  but  never 
before  was  any  one  Of  them  subjected 
to  such  fierce  assaults  as  those  directed 
against  Mr.  Wilson.  Among  the  most 
prominent  of  his  assailants  are  Col. 
Roosevelt.  ex-Senator  Beverldge  and 
Mr.  Gilford  Pinchot.  Th*  latter 
charges  him  with  having  violated  every 
promise  he  has  made,  beginning  with 
his  statement  that  he  would  not  be  a 
candidate  for  a  second  term.  His  ar- 
raignment, which  Is  presented  with 
facts  said  to  substantiate  all  his 
charges.  Is  really  a  terrific  one.  Col. 
Roosevelt  attacks  the  President  for  his 
foreign  policy,  claiming  that  he  has 
sacrificed  the  national  honor  and  made 
the  name  of  the  United  States  a  re- 
proach among  the  nations.  He  declares 
thst,  owing  to  the  President's  course, 
the  United  States  takee  rank  with 
China  as  the  only  nation  that  dares  not 
protect  It*  people  abroad.  Mr.  Bev- 
erldge raises  a  new  point,  which  la 
worth  stating  somewhat  fully,  because 
of   lla  constitutional   Importance. 

The  system  of  government  provided 
for  by  the  American  Constitution  estab- 
lishes three  component  parte,  the  Ex- 
ecutive, the  Legislative  and  the 
Judicial.  Bach  of  tbeae  la  supposed  to 
be  Independent  of  the  other  two.  Con- 
gress enacts  such  legislation  as  It 
think*  proper;  the  President  assents  to 
or  vetoes  such  legislation  aa  he  think* 
beat,  although  he  may  be  overruled  ky 
a  two-thirds  vote  Of  both  Houses  of 
Congress  sitting  In  Joint  sasstea;  th* 
Supreme  Court  of  th*  United  States 
pasees  upon  the  conamut  tonality  af  all 
measure*,  aad  It*  deelasso  I*  Baal. 
President  Wilson  has  not  aeon  content 
With  th*  exercise  of  his  power  of  veto, 
bet  has  goo*  down  to  Congress  aad 
practically  forced  th*  member*  to  vote 
aa  he  wished.  A  very  notabl*  instance 
of  this  1*  afforded  by  the  eight-hour  law 
in*  regard   to  railway   employees,   which

passed.  Mr.  Bwvortdge  ohsrges  tb* 
President  with  having  .  usurped  the 
legislative  authority,  and  says  there  1* 
no  dUTsreaie*  between  su.-h  a>  course  sad 
his  going  down  to  the  Supreme  Court 
and  dictating  to  It  BOW  It  shall  decide 
a  constitutional  question.  la  other 
weeds.  President  Wilson  baa  laid  th* 
earner  stoae  of  absolutism. 

The  supporters  of  the  President  make 
no  personal  attack  upon  Mr.  Hughes, 
and  they  could  hardly  do  so  if  so  In- 
clined, because  he  has  been  In  a 
Judicial  position  for  a  number  of 
year*  and  consequently  not  associated 
with  political  problems.  It  Is  aald  that 
President  Wllaon'a  strongest  support 
come*  from  the  inland  state*,  where 
th*  cry  that  he  has  kept  the  nation  out 
of  war  appeals  to  the  people,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  women.  The  campaign 
will  be  over  In  two  weeks,  but  careful 
perusal  of  the  newspapers  on  both  aides 
of  polities  leaves  no  positive  Impres- 
sion on*  way  or  th*  other  on  the  mind 
of  an  outsider.  Both  atdea  claim  to  be 
absolutely  confident  of  success. 


The  refusal  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  to 
name  a  committee  to  act  with  a  com- 
mittee to  be  named  by  the  Prim*  Minis- 
ter to  carry  on  a  recruiting  campaign 
will  require  a  good  deal  of  explaining. 
That  offered  by  our  local  Liberal  con- 
temporary, namely,  that  be  feared  Inter- 
ference of  the  kind  which  led  to  the  res- 
ignation of  Sir  Thomas  Talt,  Is  by  no 
means  satisfactory,  for  it  explains  no- 
thing at  all.  So  far  as  we  know,  it  Is 
not  Sir  Wilfrid's  explanation.  The  Ot- 
tawa Pre*  Pre**,  whose  loyalty  to  the 
Liberal  party  and  It*  leader  haa  never 
been  called  In  question,  protests  that 
Sir  Wilfrid  has  committed  a  grave  error, 
and  this  we  think  all  disinterested  per- 
sons will  have  to  admit,  until  the  Lib- 
eral leader  has  had  an  opportunity  of 
defining  hi*  own  position,  which  we 
think  he  has  been  somewhat  slow  in 
doing.  Until  this  definition  1*  made 
public. we  shall  continue  to  feel  thst  Sir 
Wilfrid  has  lost  a  golden  oppottunlty  to 
promote  unity  of  action  between  Que- 
bec and  the  rest  of  the  Dominion.  We 
shall  await  with  great  interest  what  he 
shall  have  to  aay  In  defence  of  a  course 
which  at  present  seems  to  be  wholly 
indefensible

The  people  of  Tacoma  have  formed  a 
"Justlce-to-the-Mountain"  Club,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  is  have  the  official  name 
of  Mount  Ranler  changed  to  Mount  Ta- 
coma. The  conflict  between  the  advo- 
cates of  these  names  waged  with  great 
fierceness  about  twenty-five  years  ago, 
•but  the  American  authorities  in  auch 
matters  held  to  Vancouver's  christening 
and  called  the  peak  Ranler.  But  Ta- 
coma refused  to  yield,  and  thus  it  came 
about  that  when  this  majestic  mountain 
was  seen  from  the  north  It  was  Mount 
Ranler,  and  when  seen  from  the  Went  It 
was  Mount  Tacoma.  The  Tacoma  peo- 
pl*  have  been  delving  into  history  and 
hunting  up  the  records  of  Peter  Ranler, 
and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  once 
upon  a  time  during  the  American  revo- 
lution he  commanded  a  small  British 
vessel,  which  sank  one  belonging  to  the 
revolted  colonies.  And  now  the  people 
of  Tacoma  exclaim  somewhat  a*  fol- 
lows: 'Death,  by  our  Lady,  by  our  hall- 
iioni.  zounds,  gadsooks,  shall  these 
things  be?  Shall  the  fair  state  which 
bears  the  name  of  the  Immortal  Wash- 
ington be  disfigured  by  having  Its  finest 
mountain  called  after  one  Peter  Ranler, 
whose  sole  claim  to  fame  is  that  he 
sank  a  ship  which  was  aiding  the  said 
immortal  Washington  in  his  efforts  to 
become  the  Father  of  His  Country. 
This  ia  certainly  a  very  grave  question, 
but  It  may  seem  to  the  irresponslv*  out- 
sider that  the  name  must  be  a  matter  of 
comparative  indifference  to  the  Moun- 
tain. Why,  therefore,  a  "Justlce-to-the- 
Mounaln"  Club? 

As  a  matter  of  fact  there  never  was 
such  a  word  as  Tacoma  until  one  of 
the  boosters  of  the  Northern  Pacific  ter- 
minus Invented  it  by  mispronouncing  an 
Indian  term.  There  is  a  word  variously 
pronounced  Tahomah,  accent  on  the 
first  syllable,  and  Yakim*.  accented  In 
the  same  way,  and  probably  pronounced 
quite  differently  by  the  Indians,  which 
means  a  snow  peak.  This  hes  been  per- 
verted into  meaning  "nourishing  breast," 
which  1*  very  poetical,  no  doubt,  but 
quit*  wrong.  It  I*  a  pretty  difficult 
thing  to  get  the  correct  pronunciation  or 
meaning  of  an  Indian  word,  but  there  is 
one  thing  very  certain,  namely,  that  the 
Indiana  did  not  give  places  names.  They 
described  thorn  when  referring  to  them. 
An  excellent  example  of  how  an  Indian 
word  may  be  twisted  out  of  Its  original 
mesning  and  be  spelt  In  a  manner  that 
completely  hides  ths  original  meaning  I* 
afforded  by  the  river  St.  John.  There 
are  some  people  who  Insist  that  th*  In- 
dian nam*  for  this  river  la  Ouanagoody. 
which  it  lent  and  never  was  There  la 
a  word  pronounced  Wlgoudee,  which 
mean*  a  permanent  camp  or  village.  In 
central  New  Brunswick  th*  permanent 
camps  of  the  Indian*  were  on  the  river, 
snd  some  hssty  people  jumped  to  the 
conclusion  thst  because  several  points 
on  the  river  wer*  called  Wlgoudee  that 
this  waa  th*  name  of  the  river,  and  a 
very  learned  person  In  Boston,  Mass, 
deliberately  Invented  the  wild  spelling 
mentioned  above.  It  would  Interest  this 
Boston  parson  to  knew  how  many  kind* 
of  a  fool  one  Indian  called  him  for  any- 
ing  that  the  river  had  aay  such  gro- 
tesque nam*  aa  that.  U*  said  ths  In- 
diana called  th«  river  ~w*lio©eteoaV 
whlch  roe***  long  river.  Tare—  be- 
long* In  th*  same  elaaa  with  Ouamo- 
goady.    '

Would   Mar*    Destroyed   Matioa 

"I  ask  any  neutral  what  would  have 
been  the  future  of  this  country  If  the 
British  Government  had  accepted  such 
an  offer.  There  would  be  no  moral,  no 
spirit,  no  nation.  We  should  have  in- 
curred the  contempt  of  the  whole  world. 
Happily  tactics  so  gross  did  not  suc- 
ceed. 

i  teho  it  on  the  word  of  the  Prime 


Minister  that  we  shall  light  until  we 
shall,  have  established  the  supremacy 
snd  right  of  free  development  under 
equal  conditions,  each  in  accordance 
with  Its  genius,  of  all  states,  great  and 
small,  as  a  family  of  civilised  man- 
kind. 

"In  this  struggle  we  have  put  all  our 
resources,  our  wealth,  our  material,  our 
labor,  and  now  we  have  had  time  to 
equip  and  train  a  lsrge  army.  We  have 
upt  all  the  best  life  blood  of  the  na- 
tion, shedding  it  side  by  aide  with  our 
Allies,  stimulated  by  the  energy  they 
are  showing  In  defence  of  their  coun- 
tries and  shedding  it  because  we  know 
our  cause  is  theirs  and  that  for  the 
future  we  shall  stand  or  fall  together 
without  separation  of  one  from  the 
other,  feeling  that  unity  is  essential  not 
merely  to  vlctoryrbut  to  our  future  life 
success. 

"Germany  is  trying  to  separate  one 
from  the  other  eer  order  to  realize  her 
aims 

absolution   Unaltered 

"Not  a  week  passes  that  does  not 
confirm  our  resolution  to  go  through 
with  our  Allies,  and  after  the  war.  I 
trust,  the  memory  of  the  suffering  we 
have  undergone  together,  the  memory 
of  the  Joint  courage  which  is  carrying 
us  through,  wlH  be  a  perpetual  bond  of 
alliance  snd  sympathy  between  our 
governments  snd  our  people*." 

Passing  to  the  position  of  the  neutral 
countries.  Viscount  Grey  said  in 
answer  to  a  question  as  to  what  they 
could  do: 

"I  believe  the  best  work  neutrals  can 
do  for  the  moment  is  to  try  to  prevent 
s  war  like  this  from  happening  again. 
If  the  nations  had  been  united  in  such 
sn  sgroement  and  s  prompt  resolution, 
to  insist  in  1914  that  the  dispute  must 
be  referred  to  a  conference  or  The 
Hague,  that  the  Belgian  treaty  must  be 
observed,  there  would  hsve  been  no 
war. 

"Nations  fighting  for  their  existence, 
with  daily  increasing  prospects  of  see- 
ing victory  brought  nearer.  Who  still 
know  that  it  they  stop  short  of  vip-1 
tory  they  *top  short,  of.  evrrythlpg  .  for 
which  they  are  struggling,  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  spend  much  time  thinking 
nbout  what  may  happen  after  victory  I* 
secured.  But  the  neutrals  can  do  It  I 
observe  Chat  not  only  President  Wilson, 
but  Mr.  Hughes,  Is  supporting  s  league 
started,  not  with  the  object  of  Interfer- 
ing with  the  belligerents  in  this  war, 
but  which  will  do  its  part  in  making 
peace  secure  In  the  future.

of  vital  Interest  to  secure  peace  even

The  Foreign  Secretary  inaisted  upon 
the  necessity,  after  the  war,  of  striving  - 
st  *ome  sgroement  In  respect  to  the 
law*  of  wsr,  arguing  that  ths  mere  In- 
deserlmlnste  employment  of  all  the  re- 
course* of  science  Is  the  prospect  which 
threatens  civilisation  and  the  existence 
of  the  race  Itself. 

He  characterised  "the  employment  of 
poisonous  gss  by  Germany'  sa  "having 
let  loose  on  the  world  more  terrible 
anarchy  than  sny  individual  ausrrhist," 
snd  referred  especially  to  the  "organ- 
ised attempt  to  exterminate  the  Christ- 
iana In  Turkey,  *lnc*  Turkey  became  a 
vssssl  of  Germany."  Such  horrors  he 
declared,  were  only  possible  with  tier- 
many  s  toleration.  Perhaps,  he  aald. 
some  day,  s  neutral  nation  which  know* 
the  full  utory  will  publish  It  .to  th* 
world. 

He  contended  thst  this  matter  of 
keeping  the  horrors  of  war  within 
bounds  was  a  question  tn  which  the 
whole  human  race  Is  Interested,  and  as 
all  nations  should  recognise  their  re- 
sponsibility by  preventing  outbreaks  of 
war,  so  they  should  Insure,  In  the  event 
ot  its  outbreak  that  it  should  be  coa- 
dticted  by  rules  at  least  as  humane  as 
those  our  ancestera  observed,  which 
(ic-rman  today  has  disregarded,  and 
thrown  to  the  winds.

FIRE  AT  COWICHAN 

BaUway     Company    narrowly    Beoanee 

Meevy    toss    Through    Baas 

Urea,  Which  Srtiu  mage 

By  the  narrowest  of  margins  the 
Canadian  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
Company  eacaped  heavy  loss  through 
the  bueh  fire  which  has  been  raging 
In  the  vicinity  of  Cowlchan  Luke  and 
which,  on  Sunday,  reached  Us  greatest 
proportions.  About  209  acres  of  slash 
nave  been  burnt  over,  th<?  damage  in- 
cluding the  loss  of  a  barn  and  contents 
belonging  to  one  of  the  settlers,  a  Mr. 
Grant.  The  railway  company  haa 
otored  along  Its  rlght-or-way  railway 
ties  valued  'at  approximately  $15,000. 
On.  Sunday  tha  fire  attacked  these  ties 
but, waa  beaten  off  by  a  force  of  men 
composed  of  Forestry  Department  em- 
ployees and  men  engaged  by  the  rail- 
way company. 

The  Are  first  broke  out  on  the  7th 
Inst.,  and  swept  through  some  ninety 
acres  of  slash.  The  barn  and  contents 
of  Mr.  tlrant  were  then  destroyed  and 
the  homes  of  other  sutlers  endangered. 
It  burned  Itself  pretty  well  out.  but 
fast  week  broke  out  again  and  extended 
over  a,  larger  area  and  reached  Its 
maximum  on  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Re- 
ports from  tha  lake  yesterday  stated 
the  Are  waa  etUl  burning. 

The  weather  conditions  during  the 
past  few  weeks  have  been  particularly 
favorable  for  (Ires,  officials  of  the  For- 
estry Branch  state.

Council  Cannot  Afford  to  Pay 
More — Lower  Wages  Being 
Paid  Men  Employed  on  the 
Songhees  Reserve. 


There  will  be  no  increase  In  pay  for 
Mr.  Robert  Cameron  and  174  civic  em- 
ployees who  axe  asking  a  minimum  of 
♦»  a  day.  Mr.  J  a  mo*  Wilson  and  JS 
teamsters  and  drivers  who  are  asking 
aa  Increase  of  SS  cents  a  day.  and  Mr. 
W.  Held  and  employees  of  the  city's 
electric  light  department  who  are  aak- 
lng  tha  establishment  of  tha  wsge 
scale  of  ISIS.  The  City  Council  decid- 
ed against  granting  the  employees'  re- 
questa  laat  night. 

"Our  poaltlon  la  aucb  that  wages 
could  only  ha  Increased  at  tha  coat  of 
reduction  In  staff,  a  course  that  wa  do 
not  feel  Justified  in  recommending," 
waa  tha  report  of  tha  special  commit- 
tee which  the  Council  adopted.  The 
special  committee  haa  been  at  work  for 
two  months. 

"From  tbe  financial  standpoint  It 
aaema  impossible  to  moat  the  request 
of  these  employees,"  tha  report  contin- 
ue. -The  catenates  having  been  made 
and  the  amounts  allowed  each  depart- 
ment baaed  on  tha  present  scale  of 
wages. 

"Tha  statement  in  one  of  the  em- 
ployees' petitions  that  Vancouver  waa 
paying  a  minimum  wage  of  IS  a  day, 
wa  1  And  la  Incorrect.  Tha  rate  for 
laborers  and  teamsters  there  waa  S2.25 
a  day.  Wa  understand  those  rates  have 
been  slightly  raised  and  are  now  about 
the  same  aa  Victoria  is  paying. 

."Wa  might  point  out  that  on  work 
being  dene  on  the  former  Songbeea  Re- 
serve, although  the  wagea  are  lower 
than  paid  by  the  city,  there  U  a  largo 
waiting  list  and  the  men  only  have 
two  weeks'  fork  at  a  time." 

Some  of  tbe  aldermen  said  aomething 
might  be  dona  in  tha  way  of  an  In- 
crease within  a  few  months. 


PASSES  AWAY  AT 


NO  WMM  YET 
OF  ENGLISH  VOTE 

Soldiers'  Count  Unlikely  to  Be 
Known  Till  Saturday— Lib- 
eral Candidate  in  Cornox 
Files  Complaints. 


No  official  word  haa  as  yet  been  re- 
ceived here  from  London  concerning  the 
result  of  tbe  count  of  the  ballots  caat 
by  the  soldiers  In  England  and  on  tha 
Continent  in  the  recent  Provincial  elec- 
tion, a  count  which  waa  started  on  the 
17th.  It  waa  expected  that  the  results 
would  be  forthcoming  by  yesterday,  but 
none  were  resolved.  Instead,  a  private 
message  was  received  from  Mr.  J.  Hol- 
land, scrutineer  at  London  for  the  Con- 
servative party,  that  the  count  would 
probably  not  be  completed  until  "next 
Saturday."  This  cable  was  dated  last 
Saturday,  and  presumably  filed  on  that 
day.  If  that  was  the  case.  It  meant  that 
it  Will  probably  be  next  Saturday  before 
any  returns  can  be  expected  here. 

Should  the  result  of  the  count  In  Eng- 
land prove  unfavorable  to  Mr.  Hugh 
Stewart,  Liberal  candidate  in  the  Comox 
riding,  and  at  present  poasesaed  of  a 
majority  over  his  opponent,  Mr. 
Michael  Man  son.  Conservative  candidate, 
court  action  will  be  Initiated  by  Mr. 
Stewart,  according  to  a  lengthy  list  of 
objections  he  has  filed  through  his 
agent,  Mr.  P.  B.  Harrison,  with  Return- 
ing Officer  Bates.  At  present  Mr.  Stew- 
art has,  on  the  aggregate  of  the  civil- 
ian and  Canadian  soldiers'  votes,  a  ma- 
jority over  Mr.  Man  son  of  28,  his  total 
being  S01  against  Mr.  Manson'a  773. 

Mr.  Stewart  alleges,  as  one  of  his 
complaints,  that  the  returning  officer 
held  a  poll  at  Seymour  inlet  without 
notifying  Mr.  Stewart's  agents,  and 
after  having  told  them  no  new  polling 
booths  were  arranged  for.  At  thin  poll 
at  which  no  scrutineers  were  present, 
the  vote  was  aixteen  for  Mr.  Manson, 
but   none    for   Mr.    Stewart. 

Other  objections  were  taken  to  the 
Port  Harvey  poll  on  the  ground  that  no 
ballot  stubs  were  returned  to  the 
deputy;  to  the  Pord  Hardy  poll  because 
It  was  alleged,  unauthorised  persons  had 
voted;  to  the  Shoal  Bay  poll,  because  a 
number  of  men  were  given  tendered  bal- 
lots Instead  of  the  ordinary  ballots  by 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  poll.  It  is 
also  alleged  that  the  returning  offi- 
cer opened  two  or  more  boxes  at  his  of- 
fice, giving  as  his  excuse  that  he  bad 
to  get  his  accounts  fixed  up:  that 
three-quarters  of  the  boxes  were  left 
unsealed,  in  some  cases  with  the  key 
hanging  outside;  and  that  lnetead  of  re- 
turning the  ballot  boxes  to  the  deputy 
Provincial  Secretary,  the  ballots  were 
taken  out  and  forwarded  In  a  bundle  and 
the  ballot  boxes  retained  by  the  return- 
ing  officer.'

Council  Forcing  AH  Dealers  to 
Move  to  Manufacturing 
Part  of  City  —  Licences 
Granted  to  Wood  Men. 


The  City  Council  last  night  took  ac- 
tion towards  forcing  all  woodyards 
from,  tha  business  and  semi -residential 
parts  of  the  city  to  the  manufacturing 
district  below-  Government  Street  and 
east  of  Chinatown.  This  action  was 
protested  against  by  Alderman  Cameron, 
who  amid  that  vacant  property  owners, 
Just  outside  the  centre  of  the  business 
section  of  the  city  should  be  allowed  to 
make  some  use  of  their  property  to  get 
revenue  to  help  pay  taxes. 

The  Council's  decision  will  force  Vat 
Fine  to  leave  his  woodyard,  for  which 
he  haa  been  seeking  a  permit  for  the 
laat  two  weeks,  on  the  vacant  lot  on 
Quadra  Street  next  to  the  southeast  Con- 
ner of  Quadra  and  Johnson  Street.  The 
decision  also  affects  Mr.  G.  L.  Walker, 
who  haa  been  asking  for  A  woodyard 
permit  at  SS6  Pandora  Avenue  next  to 
the  Thomson   Funeral   Parlors. 

Woodyard  permita  were  laat  night 
granted  by  the  City  Council  to  Kwong 
Sing  Kee  at  ISIS  Store  Street,  W.  H. 
Monk  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Gov- 
ernment Street  and  Queen's  Avenue, 
Messrs.  J.  E.  Painter  &  Son  at  471  Her- 
ald Street,  Tick  Chong  Lung  at  618  Fis- 
gard  Street,  and  Meaars.  MacKay  ft  Gil- 
lespie on  Chatham  Street.  Permission 
waa  also  granted  Mr.  J.  A.  Sayward  to 
store  slab  wood  for  emergency  use  on  the 
vacant  lots  next  to  the  Sayward  Build- 
ing at  View  and  Douglas  Streets. 

All  the  applicants  must  take  out 
licences,  which  will  be  good  for  six 
months  and  run  concurrent  with  their 
business  licences.

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ROCK  BAY  BRIDGE 


Council  Postpones.  Recon- 
struction Until  Next  Year- 
Will  Submit  By-Law  for  Steel 
Span  and  Thorough  Job. 


The  city  will  not  proceed  with  the  re- 
construction of  the  Rock  Bay  bridge  be- 
fore next  year  at  least  The"  Council 
decided  on  this  action  last  night  after 
receiving  the  report  of  the  Harbor  Com- 
mittee, which  has  been  dealing  with  the 
tenders  for  the  70-foot  timber  span  and 
the  general  finances  of  the  scheme. 

"There  were  five  tenders  aubmltted. 
Including  that  of  the  City  Engineer." 
was  the  report  of  the  committee.  "The 
lowest  tender  waa  that  of  Messrs.  Cook- 
son  ft  Ross,  their  price  being  $12,947. 
This  price  does  not  Include  the  cost  of 
the  turning  machinery  for  the  swing 
spart,  which  was  estimated  at  $800.  In 
addition  there  would  have  to  be  added 
an  amount  for  engineering  and  Inspec- 
tion fees,  and  for  some  repairs  to  the 
present  trestle,  which  would  bring  the 
total  cost  to  about  $18,000.  •  Even  this 
figure  would  not  make  the  trestle  part 
sufficiently  strong  for  tha  heaviest 
class  of  motor   truck   traffic. 

"The  amount  now  standing  to  tha 
credit  of  thla  work  Is  |»,SS0. 

"It  would  therefore  be  necessary  In 
order  to  now  proceed  with  the  work 
for  your  Council  to  provide  the  further 
sum  of  S8.2S0. 

"In  view  of  the  excessive  cost  of  a 
wooden  apan,  which  In  any  event  would 
probably  not  laat  for  more  than  fifteen 
years,  your  committee  in  view  of  all  the 
circumstances  do  not  now  consider  It 
would  be  advisable  to  proceed  with  tbe 
construction   of  a   wooden   bridge. 

"But  wo  recommend  that  the  Engineer 
bo  Instructed  to  submit  at  an  early 
date  an  estimate  of  tha  coat  of  a  atoel 
span  and  also  an  eetlmatae  of  the  coat 
of  making  the  present  trestle  of  suffi- 
cient strength  to  carry  heavy  motor 
trucks,  aad  that  none  of  the  present 
tenders  Ha  accepted." 

Tha  Council  purposes  to  place  a  by- 
law before  the  electors  at  the  January 
elections,  asking  them  to  vote  tha 
necessary  amount  to  carry  out  the  con- 
st ruction  of  a  steal  apan  and  to  make 
tha  present  traatla  ot  anSactoiit  strength 
to  carry  heavy  motor  trucks. 

Alderman  Todd  said  that  tbe  Domin- 
ion Government  waa  to  blame  for  tbe 
delay  aa  It  waa  forcing  tbe  city  to  put 
In  a  7e-foot  spaa,  which  ha  declared 
waa  ridiculously   nanacsseary.

At  a  mooting  of  tha  Industrial  com- 
mittee of  tha  Victoria  and  Inland  De- 
velopment Association  yesterday  after- 
noon Commissioner  Herbert  Cuthbert 
presented  a  report  and  financial  state- 
ment concerning  the  recent  Home  Pro- 
ducts fair.  Tha  statement  showed  that 
slightly  over  |SO0  waa  cleared,  and  of 
this  amount  SI 00  waa  voted  to  be  given 
to  the  Baqulmalt  and  Oak  Bay  branches 
of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  the  balance — 
$700 — being  utilised  by  the  Industrial 
committee  to  further  the  home  produc- 
tion movement  In  thla  city. 

Mr.  J.  Carl  Pandray  waa  In  the  chair, 
and  others  at  tha  meeting  were  Alder- 
men Porter  and  Johna,  Messrs.  W.  A. 
Jameson,  A.  A.  Gorlnason,  8.  C  Peele,  V. 
Westley-Newton,  T.  H.  Slater  and  H. 
Cuthbert. 

The  donation  of  $100  to -the  Red  Cross 
was  made  in  response  to  a  letter  from 
that  organisation.  The  resolutions  and 
report  will  be  submitted  to  tbe  executive 
of  the  Association  at  lta  meeting  this 
afternoon. 

Following  is  the  secretary's  report  of 
the  Fair  and  financial  statement:

dltL  DEALS  WITH 
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May  Consider  Cdntract  Sys- 
tem of  Upkeep — Will  Have 
Nothing  to  Do  With  Private 
Maintenance  Proposals, 


The  possibility  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  city's  boulevards  on  the  contract 
system  ia  to  be  considered  by  municipal 
officials,  according  to  what  Alderman 
Dllworth  told  the  City  Council  last 
night  as  a  result  of  the  objections  to 
the  excessive  upkeep  cost  that  have 
been  pouring  In  on  the  Council  during 
the  last  few  weeks.  At  present  the  pro- 
perty owners  are  assessed  for  the  up- 
keep which  is  carried  out  by  the  city 
and  the  city  provides  the  water. 

The  Council  turned  down  the  rro- 
pombI  for  the  private  maintenance  of  the 
Shasta  and  Andrews  Street  boulevards 
which  was  made  by  Messrs.  S.  A.  fttod- 
dart  and  James  Townsley,  as  the  city's 
by-laws  will  not  allow  of  such  an  ar- 
rangement. "Anyhow."'  said  Alderman 
Dllworth,  "Vancouver  has  the  private 
upkeep  system  and  if  they  call  those 
things  boulevards  there,  1  would  be 
ashamed  to  have  them  In  the  City  of 
Victoria.  1  advise  anyone  to  go  to 
Vancouver  and  see  whether  he  would 
advise  that  as  the  right  system  here." 

The  Council  also  threw  out  the  claim 
of  Mr.  M.  J.  Handley.  of  824  Queen's 
Avenue,  for  a  reduction  of  $1  in  his 
boulevard  assessment  because  he  has  a 
cement  roadway  across  the  boulevard  to 
his  garage,  thus  lessening  the  amount 
of  graxs  to  be  kept  cut  and  watered. 
"We  cannot  recommend  any  reduction 
of  the  assessed  amount  for  thla  reason, 
that  It  costs  considerable  for  trimming 
around  the  edges  of  this  approach,  and 
if  we  take  this  matter  up  we  would 
have  to  release  hundreds  of  others,  and 
by  so  doing,  we  would  have  to  Increase 
the  rate,  which  w«uld  amount  to  tbe 
same  thing,"  was  the  report  of  the 
parks  and  boulevard  committee  under 
Alderman  John  Dllworth. 

Messrs.  Helstermaii.  l-'orman  *.-  Co. 
have  complained  to  the  Council  on  be- 
half of  Mrs.  Maillard,  owner  of  three 
lots  at  Packlngton  and  Cook  Streets, 
the  boulevard  upkeep  of  which  is 
$41.60,  or  nearly  $10  a  month  for  the 
Ave  months  a  year  during  which  the 
boulevards  require  attention.  "It  Is  im- 
possible to  get  any  revenue  from  the 
property  and  the  taxes  are  quite  double 
what  they  used  to  be  when  tha  pro- 
perty was  much  more  valuable  than  It 
is  today,"  they  wrote. 


ESQUIMAU  COUNCIL 

The  Ksqulmait  Municipal  Council  laat 
night  granted  contributions  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $390  to  two  of  the  principal  pa- 
triotic organisations  of  the  city  which 
sre  at  present  in  need  of  funds — the 
I'rltlMh  Hallora'  Relief  Fund  and  tbe 
X.  M.  C.  A.  military  department.  The 
Sailors'  Fund  was  given  $200,  while 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  received  $100. 

A  letter  waa  read  at  the  meeting  from 
Mr.  A.  B.  McNeill,  representing  tbe  Y. 
M.  C.  A.,  which  suggested  that  the 
Council  might  give  a«  much  as  $17.".. 
In  view  of  the  many  calls  being  put 
upon  the  municipality  at  this  time,  Ti 
was  decided  that  the  Council  would  be 
unable  to  give  more  than  $100.  although 
It  was  fully  cognisant  of  the  splendid 
work  being  done  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for 
the    benefit   of    Canadian    soldiers.

their  homes  and  property  ruined,  is  la- 
mentable In  the  extereme,  many  of 
them  being  homeless,  destitute  and  food- 
less,"  Mr.  M.  U.  Ptatner,  secretary  of 
the  Victoria  Jewish  Relief  Committee, 
informed  the  Council.  "Tha  Russian 
Uovernment  cannot  give  them  much  as- 
sistance, their  energies  and  resources 
being  required  elsewhere.  It  therefore 
behooves  i  he  ouUiide  world  to  do  some- 
thing in  their  behalf  and  alleviate  in 
some  slight  degree  their  great  and  grow* 
Ing  misery."

We  Victorians  are  a  strange  people. 
Tha  beauties  of  the  City  are  proclaim- 
ed far  and  wide  at  no  little  trouble 
and  considerable  cost.  Tot,  when 
strangers  come  hero  from  Australia, 
the  Orient  or  California,  they  find,  of- 
ten, no  accommodation  except  a  wind- 
swept wharf,  or  at  best  a  dirty,  badly 
lighted  shed.  If  by  chance  they  remain 
over  till  their  boat  returns  they  may 
be  forced  to  stay  outside  for  long  hours 
in  the  cold  and  the  dark.  During  the 
recent  fogs,  not  only  tho  passengsrs 
on  the  ocean  liners  but  others  intend- 
ing to  go  to  Seattle  or  San  Francisco 
wore  forced  to  spend  the  hours  pend- 
ing the  arrival  of  boats  without  shel- 
ter. It  Is  true  that  guests  at  the 
large  hotels  might  wait  there  till  the 
boats  arrived,  but  passengers  coming 
from  homes  In  the  city  who  had  no 
motor  cars  could  not  afford  to  run 
such  risks.  In  many  cases,  it  Is  re- 
ported, women  and  children  were  forc- 
ed to  sit  upon  their  trunks  outside  the 
freight  shed  for  hours. 

Anyone  who  has  occasion  to  await 
the  uncertain  arrival  of  a  San  Fran- 
cisco boat,  even  etr  a  fine  day,  has  ex- 
perienced weariness  and  discomfort. 
When  the  weather  is-  wet  or  cold  such 
discomfort  becomes  hard  to  endure,  and 
night  If  there  Is  not  danger  there 
dread. 

It  is  bad  enough  for  a  strong,  well- 
clad  man  to  endure  such  Inconvenience, 
for  a  woman  it  la  intolerable.  Yet,  in 
these  days  many  women  travel,  and 
must  be  met.  if  at  all,  by  women  rela- 
tives and  friends.  The  city  spends 
largo  sums  of  money  yearly  on  un- 
necessary lights  on  broad  streets.  Why 
should  the  approaches  to  the  outer 
wharf  be  ill  lighted?  is  it  too  much 
to  expect  that  a  city  of  the  else  and 
pretensions  of  Victoria  should  have  a 
clean,  well-lighted,  well  warmed  room, 
where  all  who  have  occasion  to  spend 
time  at  tho  outer  wharf,  or  who  desire 
for  an  Interval  to  leave  a  chip,  may 
root  In  comfort?

But 
even  from  the  lowest  standpoint  can 
Victoria  afford  to  allow  any  passenger 
go  on  a  boat  to  Japan,  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, or  even  to  Vancouver,  who  has 
been  forced  to  wait  outside  In  the 
cold  and  tho  rata  on  a  dark  night?

An  aB-thc-ycar-round 


The  British  Association,  a  very 
learned  body,  baa  been  considering  the 
queation  of  woman's  position  tn  tha 
world  of  labor  In  Great  Britain.  The 
result  of  their  enquiry  partly  solves 
the  mystery  of  tha  half  million  of  wo- 
men who  have  successfully  replaced 
men  in  munition  works. 

Tho  number  of  automatic  devices  for 
making  parta  of  meehtaes  or  of  ehella 
has  been  greatly  increased.  In  operat- 
ing theae,  the  unskilled  or  partially 
skilled  labor  of  women  has  been  won- 
derfully successful.  Women  are  exact, 
careful  and  moat  conscientious.  They 
learn  quickly  and  stand  the  strain  of 
long  hours.  A  few  highly  skilled  men 
hs,ve  been  able  to  direct  the  labors  of 
groat  numbers  of  these  willing  workers, 
thus  relieving  men  less  skilled. 

It  Is  said  that  in  work  requiring 
Judgment  and  adaptability,  the  evi- 
dence of  their  success  Is  not  so  great. 
As  great  numbers  of  these  women 
were,  not  previously  engaged  as  wage- 
earners,  the  committee  believes  that 
when  the  emergency  la  over  they  will 
return  to  their  homes,  and  the  surplus 
of  workers  will  not  bo  so  great  as 
some  fear.  How  much  the  subdivision 
of  labor  by  highly  automatic  machinery 
will  persist  In  tho  future  is  a  ques- 
tion that  cannot  be  answered  at  pres- 
ent; While  the  element  of  the  mar- 
velous may  be  removed  by  the  Econ- 
omic Committee  of  the  British  Asso- 
ciation, nothing  Is  taken  from  the 
greatness  and  the  virtue  of  those  wo- 
men who  came  forward  at  the  call  of 
their  country  to  save  her.  They  offer- 
ed themselves  not  knowing  what  they 
would  be  called  upon  to  do,  and  they 
have  persevered  In  hard  and  often  mon- 
otonous toll  to  the  limit  of  their 
strength.  Many,  Indeed,  have  over- 
stepped that  limit,  and  in  the  interest 
of  the  future,  stops  have  been  taken, 
we  have  been  told,  to  adapt  conditions 
of  living  and  working  to  their  needs. 
Surely  the  future  of  themselves  and 
of  the  men  who  were  sharers  In  their 
sacrifice  Is  safe   in   their   hands. 


Saving  the 

Canada  and  tbs  United  States  have 
agreed  to  save  the  lives  of  the  mi- 
gratory birds.  The  motive  -behind  the 
treaty  is  the  conservation  of  the  crops. 
Every  year  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  declares  the  enor- 
mous amount  of  1600,000,000  worth  of 
tho  products  of  the  farm  aad  the  feroet 
are  destroyed  by  Insects.  What  Canada 
loses  is  not  known,  but  it  Is  only  rea- 
sonable to  suppose  the  loss  la  propor- 
tionately grss.t. 

Birds  are  known  to  be  the  natural 
enemies  of  Insects.  In  various  ways 
the  protectors  of  plant  life  have  been 
destroyed  by  man.  It  la  now  proposed 
to  restore  the  balance  of  nature.  But 
laws  alone  can  do  little.  The  people 
must  be  taught  not  only  not  to  destroy 
the   birds   but   to   protect   their   lives. 

If  It  Is  so  Important  to  preserve  bird 
life,  should  not  the  children  be  taught 
to  know  and  love  them?  -The  follow- 
ing is  a  list  of  birds  looked  upon  as 
the  severs  of  plant  life  from  insect 
destroyers: 

"Bobolinks,  catbirds,  chickadees, 
cuckoos,  filckers,  fly-catchers,  gros- 
beaks, humming  birds,  kinglets,  mar- 
tins, meadowlarks,  nlghthawke  or  bull 
bats,  nut-hatches,  orioles,  robins. 
shrikes,  swallows,  swifts,  tangers,  tit- 
mice, thrushes,  vlreos,  warblers,  wax- 
wings.  whlppoorwiUs,  woodpeckers  and 
Wrens,  and  all  other  perching  birds 
which  feed  entirely  or  chiefly  on  In- 
sects. ESxcept  for  scientific  or  propa- 
gating purposes,  these  birds,  their  eggs 
or  their  nests  may  not  be  taken  at  any 
time." 

How  many  of  the  children  In  British 
Columbia  schools  know  the  birds  that 
live  in  their  vicinity?  If  bird  life  la 
half  as  valuable  as  scientists  declare. 
Its  study  Is  of  the  greatest  practical 
value.

The  household  workers  of  Calgary 
have  found  a  champion  In  a  elssgjmss, 
Rev.  A.  Mahaffy.  who  waa  net  afraid 
to  appear  en  their  behalf  before  the 
Local  Council  of  Women.  The  work- 
ers have  formed  an  assentation  aa  a 
means  they  say  of  obtaining  self-re- 
spect,  self-defence  and  efaeloncy. 

The  speaker  advocated  a  ten-hear 
day  for  women  who  worked  ta  a  heme 
aad  thought  that  what  waa  done  atter- 
warda  should  be  considered  overtime. 
The  hours  of  work  would  be  from  T 
a.m.  till  t  p.m.  with  three  hours  off. 
Work  commenced  again  at  Ave  ta  the 
evening  and  lasted  till  eight. 

Several  of  the  ladles  criticised  this 
programme  Employers  •  who  had 
babies  would  never  have  an  evening 
off  If  the  girls  loft  the  homo  at  eight 
o'clock.  The  afternoon  dally  outing 
would  prevent  the  housekeeper  with 
little  children  from  spending  any  time 
away  from  homo.  It  .  does  set  aeem 
that  tho  members  of  the  council  had 
any   alternative  proposal   to  offer. 

The  Incident  la  Interesting  aa  show- 
ing that  an  attempt  Is  being  made  to 
solve  a  problem  of  great  Importance, 
which  Is  met  In  almeet  every  part  of 
the  Rngllsh-speaktag   world. 

There  are  ta  every  community  homes 
where  kindness  and  consideration  on 
tbe  pert  of  tho  employer  are  seat  by 
a  spirit  of  conscientious  faithfulness 
and  earnest  endeavor  In  the  worker.. 
Into  such  homos  the  question  of  hours 
of  labor  does  not  enter.  All  necessary 
work  la  done,  and  it  Is  eecogntasd 
that  rest  Is  also  a  necessity.  Where 
such  an  ideal  baa  not  been  aimed  at 
tbe  alternative  of  trained  and  expert 
help  on  a  purely  business  basts  baa 
not  yet  been  tried.  That  a  business 
woman  caw  succeed  ta  controlling  aad 
directing  tho  labors  of  a  large  staff 
of  workers  while  affection  and  mutual 
respect  prevail  has  been  proved.  Is 
there  any  reason  why  more  women 
cannot  make  their  homes  aa  desirable 
eg  any  store,  office  or  workshop? 

In  almost  every  city  of  any  preten- 
sions to  progrosslvsnoss  girls  are  learn- 
ing the  arts  of  housewifery  in  the 
schools.  A  majority  of  them  show 
aptitude  and  fondness  for  the  work- 
Is  It  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
many'  of  these  will.  If  they  are  fairly 
treated,  choose  housework  ta  prefer- 
ence to  other   employments?

BAKERY  BUSINESS 

Trades  and  Labor  Represent- 
atives Tell  Council  of  Con- 
dition of  Bread  Business  in 
Victoria. 


The  condition  Of  the  bakery  business 
In  Victoria  is  "rotten,"  according  to 
Mr.  Fred.  Webb,  who,  with  two  other 
members  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Coun- 
cil, Messrs.  Frederick  Holdrldge  and  C. 
D.  Broadbent,  appeared  before  the  city 
aldermen  to  ask  for  the  establishment 
of  a  municipally  owned  and  operated 
bakery  In  this  city. 

Mr.  Webb,  who  was  spokesman,  said 
public  opinion  had  forced  the  Trades 
•nd  Labor  Council  to  take  up  the  bread 
situation  and  that  the  same  force  had 
urg-ed  upon  them  to  bring  It  before  the 
City  Council.  He  aaked  the  city  to 
lake  action  to  force  the  bakers  to  get 
back  to  the  16 -ounce  loaf. 

He  declared  that  none  of  the  bakeries 
were  making  money  In  Victoria  today, 
chiefly  because  of  the  waste  and  over- 
lapping in  the  distribution.  In  one 
block,  from  his  actual  count,  eight 
bread  wagons  and  twenty-three  milk 
•arts,  from  different  retailers,  a  day 
take  care  of  the  demands  of  the  con- 
sumers. "Because  of  this  I  want  you

bakery,"  he  said.  "The  saving  In  de- 
livery only  would  be  astounding." 

He  declared  that  the  best  bread  sold 
In  Victoria  today  la  being  made  by 
white  labor  on  an  eight-hour  scale 
working  under  the  best  conditions, 
while  the  cheap  bread  was  being  pro- 
duced under  "rotten"  conditions  outside 
the  city  limits. 

Mr.  Webb  urged  that  Victoria  should 
follow  the  lead  of  such  communities  as 
Sydney,  N.8.W.,  which  has  established 
a  municipal  bakery,  after  being  two 
years  ago  in  the  same  position  in 
Which  Victoria  finds  Itself  today.  From 
the  profit  of  the  Sydney  bakery,  he 
said,  the  community  had  paid  $16,000 
for  the  upkeep  of  its  sidewalks.  He 
also  asked  for  municipal  coal  and  wood 
yards,  saying  that  Victorians  under 
present  conditions  are  getting  only  114 
cubic  feet  of  cut  wood  where  they 
should  be  getltng  191. 

Such  action,  he  continued,  far  from 
driving  capital  -  out  of  the  country, 
wAuld  better  conditions  and  attract 
population  and  other  enterprises  through 
the  lessening  of  taxation. 

The  Council  last  night  finally  passed 
Alderman  Peden's  bread  by-law  com- 
pelling the  stamping  of  the  weight  on 
every  loaf  sold  In  the  city  and  making 
provision  for  the  sanitary  handling  of 
all  bread. 


COUNCIL  MOWS  OUT 


Will  Have  Nothing  to  Do„With 
Asking  Government  for 
Commission  to  Investigate 
Captain's  Paving  Charges. 


The  City  Council  last  night  decided 
against  the  protests  of  Aldermen  Peden 
and  Todd,  alone,  to  have  nothing  further 
to  do  with  the  Worswlck  charges  In  con- 
nection with  1911  paving  contracts 
here,  that  have  been  hanging  over  the 
Council  since  early  In  the  Summer. 
Alderman  Peden  has  been  asking  the 
Council  to  ask  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment to  appoint  a  commission  to  in- 
vestigate everything  Capt.  Worswlck 
charged  In  his  communications  from  his 
Great  Falls,  Mont.,  retreat.  _ 

This  action  was  taken  on  the  report 
of  City  Solicitor  Hannlngton,  who  as- 
serted that  such  a  commission  would 
hare  no  power  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  from  outside  British  Col- 
umbia, or  to  appoint  persons  to  take 
evidence  i  outside  the  Province.  The 
commission  would  also  have  no  power 
to  grant  Immunity  from  arrest  to  any 
witness  who  might  come  here. 

As  to  who  should  hoar  the  cost  of  the 
commission.  Mr.  Hnnnlngton  stated  that

Alderman  Peden  .  didn't  think  that 
there  was  any  statute  whereby  the 
Council  could  be  saddled  with  the  cost 
of  the  commission.  "These  charges  are 
of  enough  public  Importance  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Government,"  he  said. 
"The  Government  can  go  Into  the  mat- 
ter thoroughly  and  see  whether  it  would 
be  In  the  public  Interest  to  Investigate. 
Then  the  Council  can  deal  with  the 
question.  Until  that  time  this  Council 
has  no  right  to  worry  about  the  costs. 
The  Council  Is  not  bound  to  pay  any 
costs  until  It  has  agreed  to  do  so." 

"The  ratepayers  would  be  .very  well 
satisfied  to  spend  money  even  if  It 
would  cost  a  great  deal,"  said  Alderman 
Todd.  "The  public  should  have  the 
fullest  information  about  this  matter. 
Things  did  taks  place  which  were  not 
in  the  Interests  of  the  ratepayers,  who 
are  now  faced  with  enormous  expendi- 
tures as  a  result  of  what  happened  at 
that  time.  If  no  action  Is  taken  In  this, 
It  might  lead  many  other  people  to  try 
to  put  something  over  in  the  future. 

"This  whole  thing  is  a  lot  of  bun- 
combe," cried  Alderman  Walker.  "There 
is  going  to  be  a  change  of  Government 
over  there,  and  I  don't  want  to  give 
them  such  a  heavy  Job  as  that." 

"We  have  no  reason  to  criticise  our- 
selves In  the  handling  of  this  case," 
said  Alderman  Bell.'-  "We  have  got  no 
case,  the  way  the  Captain  has  acted." 

Alderman  Dilworth  said  there  was  no 
use  In  throwing  good  money  away  on 
any  investigation  as  it  would  get  no- 
where because  most  of  the  people  con- 
cerned have  gone  out  of  business,  and 
there  is  nothing  definite  about  the  Cap- 
tain's charges."

Four  Vessels  Are  Lost  on 
Lake  Erie  and  Fifty  Men 
Drowned— Canadian-0  wne  - 
Steamer  Merida  Founders. 


the  sand.  The  cargo  of  freight  was 
made  up  mostly  of  paper  and  wheat. 
Owing  to  the  vessel  lying  over  on  her 
side  and  the  fact  that  a  lot  of  the  cargo 
was  wet,  the  work  was  accomplished  un- 
der great  difficulty.  The  added  weight 
of  the  water-soaked  cargo  resulted  la 
the  slings  constantly  bresklng;  the 
sacks  In  which  the  whest  was  shipped 
soon  rotted  and  the  ammonia  fumes 
from  the  wet  paper  made  It  very  hard 
on  the  eyes  of  the  men,  who  could  only 
remain  In  the  hold  for  a  short  time 
when  they  were  forced  to  come  out,  to 
be  rcHovcd  by  othera.    Progress,  "tjiara* 


fore,  waa  slow. 

After  the  cargo  was  all  literered,  three 
anchors  were  put  out  which  weighed 
Ave,  seven  snd  nine  tons  each,  one  be- 
ing placed  two-thirds  of  a  mils,  fne 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  and  the  other 
one  mile  out  from  the  stranded  vessel. 
The  three  anchor  lines,  which  were  of 
1 1-2  Inch  steel,  were  attached  to  winches 
on  the  stern  of  the  vessel,  which  was 
nearest  the  water  and  there  was  a  300. 
ton  purchase  on  each  anchor. 

On  the  shore,  1,100  feet  away  from 
the  Bear,  a  Humboldt  bull  donkey  was 
placed,  pulling  to  sn  angle  of  10  de- 
grees, 9  degrees  strsight  aft  and  1  de- 
gree in,  the  Idea  of  this  being  to  throw 
her  bow  In  and  her  stern  out  and  heave 
her  back  at  the  ssme  time.  Ths  ijuge 
5-lnch  steel  cable  from  this  donkey  was 
attached  to  the  forepart  of  the  Bear 
and  this  stood  a  strain  of  over  1,000 
tons,  the  purchase  being  90  tons  to  the 
square  Inch. 

In  addition  to  all  these  cables  pulling 
at  the  same  time  the  Salvor  waa  towing 
with  all  her  strength,  using  a  manlla 
hawser  10  lnchea  In  circumference,  and 
the  powerful  San  Francisco  tug  Relief 
towed. on  the  ssme  line. 

Vessel  Waa  Shifted 

On  August  10  the  salvors  moved  the 
Bear  18  feet  and  the  following  day  she 
was  shifted  another  <  feet  sft,  but  that 
was  the  last  move  she  made.  The 
weather  changed  and  blew  a  gale  which 
washed  the  sand  around  the  ship  to  a 
depth  of  14  feet  snd  three  12-lnch  pumps 
were  put  to  work  and  kept  going  con- 
stantly. 

At  different  periods  it  looked  aa  though 
the  Bear  could  easily  be  saved,  tint  a 
gale  would  come  up  stronger  than  ever 
and  spoil  all  the  calculations. 

Two  days  before  the  Bear  was  given 
up  for  the  time  being  work  had  pro- 
gressed so  satisfactorily  that  in  two 
days  mors  the  vessel  would  bars  been 
afloat,  but,  unfortunately.  another 
northwest  gale  sprang  up  which.  In  six 
hours,  demolished  all  the  hopes  of  three 
weeks'  atrenuous  endeavor. 

Mad   Steamer   Afloat 

At  one  tlms  the  Bear  was  actually 
aiioat.  This  was  about  three  weeks 
after  salvage  operations  were  begun. 
The  wind  had  shifted  the  ssnd  In  such 
a  manner  as  to  form  a  miniature  lake 
around  the  vessel.  At  all  times  there 
was  a  depth  of  about  IS  feet  of  water 
just  back  of  her. 

When  the  vessel  began  to  break  open 
It  was  decided  to  build  a  breakwater  to 
seaward,  but  while  this  was  being  done 
the  vessel  was  broken  so  badly  on  the 
westher  side  that  the  bulkheadlng  had 
to  be  abandoned,  and  it  was  decided  to 
await  better  weather  conditions. 

From  slaty  to  eighty  men  were  em- 
ployed at  different  periods  on  the  salv- 
ing operations.  Captain  W.  U.  Logan 
was  ably  assisted  In  the  work  by  Cap- 
tain J.  McHardy.  Captain  M.  F.  Cutler 
had  with  him  on  the  Salvor  the  follow- 
ing:  Chief  Officer  Burse,  2nd  Officer  C. 
Btannard,  Chief  Engineer  L.  B.  Hamp- 
ton. 1st  Assistant  Engineer  J.  Knowles, 
2nd  Assistsnt  Engineer  A.  Mulcahy,  3rd 
Assistant  Engineer  C.  Lee,  Purser  P.  J. 
Hull,  Steward  Graham  Harris,  2nd 
Steward  J  no.  Taylor,  Wireless  Operator 
Jaa.  Atkins,  snd  O.  O.  Peterson,  of 
Seattle,  went  along  sa  diver. 
^Everybody  eapressed  the  highest 
pratsew^or, the  manner  in  which  Captain 
Cutler  handled  the  Sslvor  throughout 
the  lengthy  and  trying  expedition.  It 
was  risky  work  to  say  the  least,  and 
Captain  Cutler  often  had  to  take  his 
vessel  Into  dangerous  positions  close  to 
the  whore.

CLEVELAND.  O..  Oct  28.— Local 
managers  of  the  str.  Merida,  owned  by 
the  Valley  Camp  Shipping  Co..  of  Mid- 
land. On t.,  admitted  today  that  the  ship 
was  lost  la  Friday  night's  gale  on  Lake 
Kris.  The  admission  came  after  seven 
bodies  of  the  crew  bad  been  picked  up 
In  mid-lake  by  other  vessels.  As  far  aa 
is  known,  not  a  man  of  the  crew  of  IS 
survived.  The  less  of  the  Merida  makes 
four  bake  steamers  which  were  lost  in 
Friday's  storm  oa  Lake  Erie.  The  total 
loaa  of  life  is  fifty. 

Colgate's  Orew  Lost 

Stormswspt  Lake  Erie  gave  up  an- 
other fragment  yesterday  of  the  story 
of  its  "Black  Friday" — another  vessel 
being  pounded  to  pieces  In  the  stinging 
gale  and  grinding  waves,  carrying  twen- 
ty-one men  to  their  deaths.  The  lost 
vessel  Is  the  Duluth-owned  wbaleback 
James  B.  Colgate. 

Ita  lone  survivor,  adrift  for  thirty  and 
one-half  hours  on  a  raft,  brought  the 
story  ashore.  Half  dead,  he  was  carried 
off  a  rescue  ship  at  Conneaut,  Ohio,  this 
afternoon. 

He  is  Captain  Walter  Qraahaw,  of 
this  city,  master  of  the  Colgate,  whieb 
went  down  at  10  o'clock  Friday  night  off 
Long  Point,  Canada,  opposite  Erie. 

Every  one  of  the  crew  of  twenty-one 
perished,  nineteen  of  them  sucked  down 
to  death  the  Instant  the  big  steel  boat 
foundered  In  the  storm,  and  two  added 
to  the  roll  when,  exhausted  they  were 
washed  off  the  raft  that  carried  their 
captain. 

BUrteea  Browaed

ATLANTIC  MOVEMENTS 


When  the  steamer  Congress  burst 
Into  flames  at  sea  Wireless  Operator 
Atkins,  of  the  Salvor,  picked  up  her 
8.O.S.  call  when  sixty  miles  south  of 
the  burning  vessel.  The  Salvor  raced 
Into  Eureka  snd  picked  up  Captain 
Logan  and  then  proceeded  to  Coos  Bay. 
With  hsr  powerful  pumps  sho  aided 
greatly  In  subduing  the  flames.  The 
Congress  had  dropped  snehor  and  the 
men  from  the  Sslvor  sawed  through  her 
ancbor  chains  after  the  passengers  had 
been  landed,  plugged  up  her  portholes 
snd  towed  hsr  Into  Coos  Bay.  As 
every  stick  of  wood  had  been  burned  out 
of  the  Congress  the  crew  of  the  Ha  Ivor 
built  in  a  wooden  bridge  and  quarters 
for  the  men  and  sent  her  up  to  Seattle 
under  ber  own  steam  with  the  tug 
Oneonta  as  a  convoy.  The  Salvor  waa 
with  the  Congress  for  three  weeks  and 
st  the  end  of  that  time  she  still  kad 
fits  In  oae  of  her  holds. 

Tcdey  the  men  of  tbe  Sslvor  are  be- 
ing paid  off.  There  Is  not  a  saaa  oa  the 
vessel  who  nets  under  f30S  from  the 
voyage  and  same  run  up  sa  high  as 
ITS*.  The  Balvor  will  go  Into  drydock 
at  Terrows  tomorrow  ar  ,  Thursday  far 
'general  everhauL 


MONTREAL,  Oct.  23. — Announcement

The  American  schooner  Watson  A. 
West.  Capt.  Sorensen.  left  the  ways  at 
the  Esquimau  shipyard  of  Yarrows 
Limited  oa  Saturday  afternoon  and  is 
now  lying  alongatde  the  dock  waiting 
to  b6  towed  out  It  Is  expected  that 
she  wilt  leave  today  fur  Frassr  River 
Mills,  where  ahe  will  load  lumber  far 
South  Africa. 

The  schooner,  which  has  a  carrying 
capacity  of  1.075,000  fset  of  lumber,  has 
been  chartered  back  to  her  owners  at 
348  shillings,  thereby  constituting  a 
record.  Captain  Soreneen  says  that  in 
1903  and  1904  he  made  two  trips  to 
South  Africa  when  the  rate  waa  81 
shillings.

STRANDING  INQUIRY 


Counsel  for  Pilot  in  Shintsu 
Maru  Mishap  Brings  Out 
Some  Interesting  Points 
Under  Shipping  Act. 


Capt.  J.  D.  Macphereon,  wreck  coro« 
mlasloner  for  British  Columbia,  re- 
ceived instructions  from  Ottawa  to  hold 
an  Inquiry  Into  ths  stranding  of  the 
Japanese  steamer  Shintsu  Maru,  but 
when  Pilot  H.  11.  Jones,  who  was  In 
charge  of  ths  vessel  at  the  time  of  ths 
mtshsp,  appeared  before  the  Marine 
court,  he  refused,  on  the  advice  of  hla 
counsel,  Mr.  W.  J.  Taylor,  K.  C,  to  an- 
swer any  queatlona,  contending  that  as 
the  case  had  already  been  dealt  with  by 
the  Vancouver  Pilotage  Board,  and  an 
award  made  by  It,  he  could  not,  accord- 
ing to  British  law,  be  tried  and  punish. 
fed  twice  for  the  aame  thing. 

yesterday,  when  the  case  again  came 
before  the  Marine  Court,  the  pilot's 
counsel  held  to  the  same  point  of  las. 
although  Capt.  Macphereon  read  out  a 
telegram  from  the  deputy  minister  at 
Ottawa  threatening  the  pilot  with  pro- 
ceedings for  contempt  of  court  if  ho 
still    refused   to   give   evidence. 

The  situation  now  presents  some  In- 
teresting legal  pointo.  section  788  of 
the  Shipping  Act  reads:  "Whenever  a 
formal  Investigation  Is  likely  to  Involve 
a  question  as  to  cancelling  or  suspend- 
ing the  certificate  of  competency  01  ser- 
vice of  any  master,  mate,  allot,  or  en- 
gineer, he  shall  he  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  report  or  statement  of  the 
case  upon  which  the  Investigation  hi* 
been  ordered,"  and  sub-section  3  of  sec- 
tion 191  roads:  "A  certificate  shall  not 
be  cancelled  or  suspended  by  the  Court 
under  this  section  unless  a  copy  of  the 
report  or  statement  of  the  csss  upon 
which  ths  formal  Investigation  has  been 
ordered  has  been  furnished  to  the 
bolder  of  the  certificate  and  re  haa  had 
an  opportunity  to  make  a  defence."  The 
act  also  provides  pilotage  hoards  with 
pewsr  to  hold  Investigations  aad  gives 
them  tbe  sains  power  to  punish. 

It  is  contended  that  the  pilot  has 
already  been  tried  and  punished  by  fne 
Vancouver  Pilotage  Board,  snd  tltad  in 
any  event  he  hss  not  besn  furnished 
with  ths  report  on  which  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  Marine  Court  haa  been  or. 
dered.  It  would  seem  that  there  are 
tlawa  In  ths  Shipping  Act  which  require 
remedying,  for  although  tha  Marine 
Court  is  duly  empowered  to  hold  aa  In* 
veotlgatlon,  that  court  apparently  ran- 
not  alter  the  punishment  meted  oat  by 
the  Pilotage  Board,  snd  If  tha  Marino 
Oeejrt  entirely  OBonersted  the  pilot,  the 
11  lot  age  Board's  action  would  stilt  hold 
good. 

The  various  pilotage  boards.  Including 
Vancouver,  which  had  slready  heard  the 
case,  may  make  regulations,  which 
regulations  must  be  subjected  to  the  ap- 
proval of  tha  governor-1n-eo«ncil.  The 
Vancouver  Pilotage  Board  made  a 
regulation  that  Ita  decision  should  ha 
final  aad  binding  aa  regards  the  eus- 
penslon  or  cancellation  of  certificates, 
aad  this  regulation  waa  asmreeed  by 
ardar-la-council.

NEW  YORK,  Oct  tZ. — Developments 
o/ri  the  week  end  g-SSg  d—nmd  aui.fl- 
elantly  favorable  by  the  speculative  ele- 
ment to  bring  about  farther  appreciable 
advances  la  today's  astfv*  maiket.  with 
new  high  records  for  United  States 
Steal  and  other  favorites  which  have 
contributed  ao  eatenslTelr  to  the  almost 
cteady  rise  In  the  last  seven  weeks. 

Last  Saturdays  U  vorsble  hank  state- 
ment, the  large  Increase  in  tonnage  by 
the  leading-  railways,  and  the  unabated 
demand  for  products  helped  today's  on- 
ward movement. 

Steel's  rise  of  6%  points,  to  the  new 
record  of  121%,  at  which  it  passed  the 
preferred  stock  price  for  the  first  time 
in  the  company's  history,  was  again  at- 
tended by  an  enormous  turnover,  no 
less  than  S3*, 00*  shares  changing  hands 
out  of  a  total  of  1,270,000. 

Profit-taking  tended  to  give  Steal 
and  other  leaders  in  the  Industrial  di- 
vision a  moderate  setback  toward  the 
close,  but  this  was  off-set  by  greater 
strength  in  high-grade  rails.  Other  new 
maximums  ineluded  the  sugar  group, 
notably  Cuban-American,  at  231,  and 
American  Beet,  at  10214.  while  Cuban 
cane  rose  3  points,  to  120%,  the  high- 
est price  in  recent  ysara  Central 
Leather,  at  93 14,  American  Hide  and 
Leather  preferred,  at  79%,  and  Utah 
Copper,  at  1*0 H,  made  up  the  Issues 
tl.a  were  elevated  to  unprecedented  quo- 
tations. 

Betniehem  Steel  attracted  attention  by 
its  unusual  activity,  nearly  19,000  shares 
being  traded  In  on  a  rise  of  3  points. 
Coppers,  particularly  Utah  and  Inspira- 
tion, helped,  to  awell  the  huge  total, 
with  Republic  Iron,  Crucible  Steel,  Ma- 
rines, fertilisers,  and  petroleums,  Texaa 
Company  gaining  more  than  6  points.

WAR  IS  CAUSE  OF 

high  rat  wm 

Dominion  Now  Dependent  on 
Prairie  for  Entire  Supply — 
Outside  Sources  Are  Closed 
Down, 


The  war  ha.  created  a  serious  shortage 
of  butter  throughout  the  Dominion,  and 
In  no  section  Is  It  belns  felt  more  acutely 
than  in  Victoria.  Local  wholeaalera  pre- 
dicted yesterday  that  they  would  probably 
be  selling  the  commodity  at  60  cents  per 
pound  if  the  price  continued  Its  upward 
trend,  aad  that  will  be  putting  a  value  on 
butter  that  is  almost  unprecedented  is 
this   country   for   years   past. 

Consumers  who  watch  the  steady  rising 
of  the  price  ef  butter  have  Intimated  that 
existing  condition,  mean  that  the  Jobbers 
are  trying  to  "put  something  over"  on 
them.  When  it  la  realised  that  Alberta  is 
now  depended  upon  for  practically  ths 
total  Canadian  supply  the  difficulties  un- 
der which  the  wholeaale  men  sre  laboring 
Will  be  appreciated.  The  war  has  closed 
up  many  of  the  most  Important  sources 
ef  supply  and  a  erleia  is  the  butter  mar- 
ket, as  now  existing,  is  only  a  natural 
consequence. 

Before  the  war  Great  Britain — and  Can- 
ada to  a  certain  extent^-waa  relying  upon 
Russia,  Denmark  aad  New  Zealand  for 
butter.  The  war  caused  thoae  cetstriea  to 
put  an  embargo  on  their  exports  in  order 
not  to  snaeager  tketr  own  .upply.  New 
Zealand,  as  a  result  of  the  war,  la  not 
ahipplng  nearly  aa  much  butter  aa  for- 
merly. Great  Britain  haa  been  trying  a 
J  treat  many  poealbla  sources  ef  supply,  the 
sot  experiment  being  California.  Canada 
la  now  almost  entirely  dependent  on  what 
ean  he  produeed  within  the  Dominion,  and 
Alberta  Is  now  the  centae  of  the  trade, 
while  a  considerable  quantity  la  being 
brought  in  from  Washington.  None  is  ob- 
tainable In  the  Bast,  the  pre-war  supply 
at    Montreal    belns    absolutely    closed    down. 

At  Edmonton,  where  shipments  of  butter 
are  being  sent  all  over  Canada,  the  whole- 
sale price  per  pound  ia  40  cents  today,  ao 
that  the  41  cents  and  42  centa  being 
charged  In  Victoria  are  not  unreasonable. 
The  local  aupply  ef  butter  will  be  unable 
to  assist  matters  to  any  appreciable  de- 
gree, aa  Vsncouver  Island  creameries  are 
supplying  probably  less  than  one-eighth  of 
the  butter  to  be  found  In  the  city  atorea. 

The  potato  market  la  also  confronted  by 
an  extraordinary  situation.  Ashcroft  pro- 
duce advanced  from  127  to  |29  per  ton 
wholeaale.  yeaterday,  and  a  further  rise  Is 
not  unexpected.  The  demsnd  In  the  Eaat 
for  potatoes  continues  and  as  there  are 
not  enough  csra  to  csrry  all  the  produce 
consigned  to  the  Eaat  it  ia  poaaible  that 
the  shipments  may  be  dumped  all  at  one 
time  on  the  local  market,  causing  a  gen- 
eral  panic    and    reduction    In    value.

German  Aeroplanes  Drop  Bombs 
at  Towns  on  Thames  Es- 
tuary—One of  Raiders  Is 
Shot  Down, 


LONDON,  Oct  21.— A  German  aero- 
plane appeared  today  over  Margate,  In 
Kent,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Thames 
Estuary,  and  dropped  three  bombs.  Two 
persons  were  injured. 

The  following  official  account  of  the 
attack  was  given  out  today: 

"A  hostile  aeroplane  was  reported 
over  Margate  at  10.05  o'clock  this  fore- 
noon. Three  bombs  were  dropped  in  the 
Cllftonvllle  district  of  the  town.  Slight 
damage  was  caused  to  a  hotel,  and  one 
man  and  one  woman  were  slightly  in- 
jured 

'  British  aeroplaneH  want  up  In  pursuit 
of  the  raider,  which  made  off  in  a  south- 
easterly direction." 

Attack  on  Baseness 

A  Herman  aeroplane  appeared  yester- 
day over  the  fort.fltd  seaport  of  Sheer- 
ness,  ut  the  moutn  of  the  Thames.  Four 
bombs  were  dropped.  No  casualties  have 
been  reported  officially. 

The  following  official  report  was 
issued: 

"A  hostile  aeroplane  approached 
Sheerness  at  about  1:46  p.m.  today,  fly- 
ing tary  high.  Four  bqmbs  were 
dropped,  three  of  which  fell  into  the 
harbor.  The  fourth  fell  In  the  vicinity 
of  a  railway  station  and  damaged  sev- 
eral railway  coacho* 

"British  aeroplanes  went  up  and  the 
raider  made  off  in  a  northeasterly  di- 
rection. No  casualties  have  been  re- 
ported. 

An  official  communication  Issued  list 
evening  said: 

"A  hostile  seaplane  was  shot  down  and 
destroyed  this  afternoon  by  one  of  our 
naval  aircraft.  The  machine  fell  into 
the  sea.  Judging  by  the  time,  it  prob- 
ably "'a*  the  seaplane  which  visited 
Sheerness  today." 

Say  Destroyer  Was  Kit 

BERLIN.  Oct.  JS.— The  Admiralty  Is- 
sued the  following  announcement  today: 

"A  Oerman  seaplane  squadron  on  the 
afternoon  of  Oct.  21  successfully  at- 
tacked with  bombs  British  sea  forces 
off  the  Flanders  coast.  One  hit  on  a 
destroyer  was  observed.  Notwithstand- 
ing heavy  shelling  all  the  raiders  re- 
turned unharmed." 


VIENNA.  Oct.  2S. — Government  circles 
hire  regard  the  killing  of  Premier 
Htuergkh  as  an  act  of  a  political  crank 
which  can  in  no  wise  influence  the 
political  situation  or  the  course  of  the 
war.  This  statement  was  made  to  the 
correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press 
here    from    responsible   quarters. 

It  IS  pointed  out  that  ths  time  which 
has  elapsed  since  the  murder  has 
shown  that  Adler,  the  assassin,  stands 
alone.  Ills  act  Is  disavowed  by  the  So- 
cialist party  and  press,  and  condemned 
by  his  father,  Victor  Adler,  a  Socialist 
member  of  the  lower  chamber  of  the 
Keichstrath. 

Adler  stated  to  the  polios  that  he  had 
shot  Stuergkh  because  the  Premier  had 
opposed  the  convening  of  Parliament. 
It  Is  stated  officially  that  at  no  time 
had  Stuergkh  done  this,  and  that  he 
could  not  do  It  because  the  convening 
of  Parliament  was  a  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  political  parties. 

The  Austro-Hungarlan  press  brands 
Adler  as  a  vile.  Irresponsible  criminal, 
end  without  exception  deplores  the  fact 
that  the  action  of  a  crazy  man  should 
disturb  the  peace  of  the  people.  The 
city  is  (inlet.  The  public  regards  the 
murder   as   a   purely   private  crime. 

Dr.  Adler  is  an  eccentric  and  super- 
radical  Socialist,  sometimes  known  as 
the  "Liebknecht  of  Austria."  He  is 
editor  of  Der  Kampf. 

Count  Stuergkh  arrived  at  a  hotel  at 
1.30  o'clock.  With  him  at  luncheon 
were  Baron  Aehrenthal,  Count  Toggen- 
burg.  Governor  of  the  Tyrol;  Herr  Ja- 
cobson,  a  prominent  Vienna  musician, 
and  an  actor  from   the  court  theatre. 

At  2  o'clock  a  man  unknown  to  the 
Premier  took  a  seat  three  tables  away. 
He  ate  luncheon  and  paid  for  the  meal, 
but  llugeied-at  -the  table: 

Shortly  after  3  o'clock  he  arose,  ad- 
vanced quickly  toward  the  Premier  and 
tired  three  shots.  The  first  missed. 
The  next  two  struck  the  Premier  in  the 
head.  Without  a  word.  Count  Stuergkh 
fell   lifeless  In   his  chair. 

Barone  Aehrenthal  sprang  toward 
Adler.  The  head  water  grasped  the 
hand  that  held  the  revolver.  Adler 
wrestled  his  arm  free  and  was  wounded 
In  the  foot.  The  waiter  received  only 
a    superficial    wound. 

Dr.  Adler  apparently  wad  the  calmest 
man  In  the  room.  He  gave  his  name  to 
the  police  without  hesitation,  and  added: 

"If  you  please,  gentlemen,  I  know  per- 
fectly well  what  I  have  done.  I  shall 
not  resist  arrest." 

News  of  the  assassination  spread  like 
wildfire  and  was  received  with  indig- 
nation and  sorrow. 

The  assassin,  who  Is  32  years  of  age, 
is  a  son  of  Dr.  Victor  Adler,  a  member 
of  the  Keichstrath,  and  a  Socialist  of 
wild  type. 


PARIS.  Oct.  11. — An  official  report 
dealing  with  operations  on  the  Salonlca 
front  issued  today  says: 

"In  ths  bend  of  ths  Cerna  Bulgarian 
troops  on  October  1»  delivered  several 
counter-attacks  with  large  bodies  Of 
troops  against  Serbian  positions.  Ob- 
stinate fighting  which  lasted  all  day 
ended  in  success  for  oar  Allies,  who 
everywhere  repulsed  the  enemy,  inflict- 
ing heavy  losses." 

8ALONICA,  Oct^  JS.— Serbian  army 
headquarters  gave  out  the  following 
communication  today: 

"On  October  21  there  was  nothing  of 
Importance  on  the  Serbian  front.  We 
Identified  fresh  German  units  which  had 
appeared   in   the  Cerna  sector." 

LONDON,  Oct.  22.— The  following  of- 
ficial report  dealing  with  operations  on 
the  Salonlca  front  was  Issued  this  after- 
noon: 

"On  the  Struma  front  rain  still  Is  Im- 
peding operations.  A  French  patrol, 
acting  in  conjunction  4*/lth  our  forces, 
raided  Bulgarian  trenches  near  Bejslnk- 
mam,  returning  with  several  prisoners. 

"On  the  Dolran  front,  on  the  night 
of  October  21-22,  a  successful  raid  was 
carried  out  on  an  enemy  trench  near 
Dautli." 

BERLIN,  Oct.  23.— The  Serbian  ad- 
vance in  the  Cerna  River  region,  on  the 
western  end  of  the  Macedonian  front, 
has  been  halted,  the  War  Office  an- 
nounced today. 

SOFIA.  Oct.  22. — The  official  report  to- 
day says: 

"Macedonian  front — Between  Lake 
Presba  and  the  Cerna  River  there  has 
been  light  artillery  activity.  In  the  bend 
of  the  Cerna  the  fighting  has  not  yet 
ended.  Our  troops,  reinforced  by  Oer- 
mans,  are  advancing  toward  Brod  and 
SUvnltaa. 

"A  strong  night  attack  by  the  enemy 
near  Bogorodltsa  was  repulsed  by  our 
gun  fire,  and  at  some  places  resulted  In 
hand-to-hand   figging." 

DEALING  WITH  U-BOATS 

LONDON.  Oct.  23.— Reuters'  Amster- 
dam correspondent  sends  the  following 
dispatch  concerning  the  Dutoh  govern- 
ment's note  on  the  use  of  Dutch  waters 
by  submarines: 

"Replying  to  the  Entente  Allies'  sub- 
marine note,  the  Dutch  Government 
intimates  that  in  view  of  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  status  of  submarines  they 
will  be  treated  as  warships,  and,  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  Dutch  neutrality 
proclamation,  will  not  be  allowed  to 
enter  or  remain  In  Dutch  waters  ex- 
cept on  well  defined  conditions. 

"The  Government,  however,  will  not 
intern  merchant  submarines,  because 
there  la  no  principle  of  international 
law   which  suggests  such  a  course."

GENEVA.  Switzerland.  Oct  83.— 
Prince  voa  Buelow,  the  former  Oerman 
Imperial  Chancellor,  recently  Informed 
a  neutral  newspaperman  that  sines  ths 
beginning  of  the  war  Germany  bad 
constructed  225  submarines,  amy*  a  dis- 
patch from  Constance.

WINNIPEG,  Oct.  23.— Two  efforts 
made  today  by  Sir  Robert  Borden  as 
Premier  of  Canada  to  have  the  repre- 
sentatives of  8,000  conductors,  train- 
men ahd  yardmen  of  the  C.  P.  R.  re- 
scind the  strike  orders  which  call  for  a 
walkout  at  5  p.  m.  Wednesday,  and 
come  to  an  amicable  settlement  with 
the  company,  failed.  The  only  possible 
way  in  which  a  strike  can  be  averted  is 
by  the  company  giving  in  to  the  de- 
mands of  the  men,  according  to  the 
statement  of  the  men's  leaders. 

Tonight  Premier  Borden.  In  his 
anxiety  to  avert  this  disaster,  was  in 
direct  touch  "with  the  men.  He  wired 
the  men's  leaders  In  Winnipeg,  appeal- 
ing to  their  patriotic  sentiment,  "to 
avoid  a  controversy  which  would 
weaken  our  efforts  in  the  war,  and 
which  might  be  attended  with  disas- 
trous results  to  the  great  cause  we 
have  St  heart,"  and  suggesting  that  If 
negotiations  In  Winnipeg  fail,  then  the 
strike  should  be  deferred  and  the  men 
should  Immediately  go  to  Ottawa  for  a 
conference  with  the  Government,  with 
a  view   to  bringing  about  a  settlement. 

Earlier  In  the  day,  G.  D.  Robertson, 
of  Welland,  Ont.  vice-president  of  the 
Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers,  who  Is 
here  especially  at  the  request  of  Pre- 
mier Borden  to  act  as  a  mediator,  con- 
ferred with  the  men's  leaders,  but  he 
was  unable  to  shake  them  from  their 
determination  not  to  call  off  the  strike 
unless  the  Canadian  Pacific  grants  the 
requests.  It  was  pointed  out  to  Mr. 
Robertson  by  the  men  that  the  sub- 
committee remaining  In  Winnipeg,  rep- 
resenting the  men,  had  absolutely  no 
power  to  call  off  the  strike  unless  ths 
company  made  a  satisfactory  settle- 
ment. This  evening  Mr.  Robertson 
conferred  with  Mr.  Grant  Hall,  vice- 
president  and  general  manager  of  the 
company,  but  no  Infnrmr.tlon  was  given 
out  ss  to  the  result  of  the  meeting. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  wire  from  Pre- 
mier Borden  tonight,  the  men's  leaders 
Immediately  called  a  conference  and 
gave  long  and  careful  consideration  to 
the  Premier's  statements.  Ths  result 
of  their  deliberations,  however,  wss  to 
notify  the  Premier  that  postponement 
of  the  strike  could  not  now  be  made: 
that  the  company  alone  had  the  power 
to  prevent  a  strike,  and  to  take  It  as 
final  that  the  strike  could  be  preventel 
by  the  men's  leaders  only  under  the 
conditions  satisfactory  settlement  hav- 
ing been  reached. 

Officials  of  the  men's  organisations 
have  during  ths  last  week  mads  alt 
preparations  to  deal  with  ths  strike. 
As  strike  pay  the  conductors  will  re- 
ceive |50  a  month  and  the  trainmen  $40 
a  month. 


DEMANDS  ON  GREECE 

LONDON,  Oct.  23. — The  presentation 
by  the  Entente  Powers  of  further  de- 
mands on  Greece,  including  the  removal 
of  Greek  troops  to  the  southern  part  of 
the  country  and  the  handing  over  of 
Greek  war  supplies,  is  reported  by  the 
Reuter   correspondent   at  Athens. 

The  Athens  dispatch,  dated  Friday, 
says  the  demands  were  presented  to 
King  Constantine  by  the  French  mili- 
tary attache.  Greece  Is  required  to 
transfer  the  entire  military  fores  in 
Thessaly  to  Morea.  Delivery  to  the  En- 
tente forces  of  war  material  destined 
for  the  Greek  forces  in  Thessaly  also 
is  required. 

Other  demands  were  made,  the  nature 
of  which  is  unknown. 


IN  MM  RAIDS 


Bombs  Are  Dropped  on  Blast 
Furnaces,  Railway  Stations 
and  Aviation  Sheds  Behind

PARIS,  Oct.  83. — Germany  is  about 
to  repatriate  lS.Stfl  Italian  civilians 
who  sre  unfit  for  military  service  and 
who  hav.  been  Interned  In  Germany, 
according  to  news  dispatches  from 
Rome.

PARIS,  Oct.  23. — Four  tons  of  projec- 
tiles were  dropped  yesterday  by  a 
French  air  squadron  of  34  machines  on 
blast  furnaces  north  of  Mets  and  on 
the  Mets  and  Thlonviile  stations,  the 
War  Office  announced  this  morning  in 
a  report  telling  of  aviation  activities. 
Hits  were  secured  on  all  objectives.  It  Is 
declared. 

Another  French  flotilla  bombarded 
factories  at  Rombach. 

The  text  of  the  announcement  fol- 
lows: 

"Yesterday  24  of  our  machines 
dropped  4,200  kilograms  of  bombs  on 
blast  furnaces  at  Hagondange  and  pas- 
senger trains  north  of  Mets  and  also  on 
ths  railroad  station  at  Thlonvllle,  Me- 
sures-des-Mets,  Longwy  and  Mets-Sab- 
lons.     They  attained  their  objectives. 

"On  the  sams  day  another  aerial 
squadron  bombarded  an  ammunition  de- 
pot at  the  Monsen  road  (Somme)." 
y  "During  the  night  of  Oct  21  two  of 
Jtqur  aeroplane  squadrons  bombed  the 
railway  station  of  Coucelles.  east  of 
Mets,"  said  an  official  statement  Issued 
last  evening.  The  dropped  bombs  of 
120  millimetres  on  the  buildings  and 
tracks,  apparently  causing  much  dam- 
age. 

"On  the  same  night  others  of  our 
squadrons  dropped  bombs  on  the  rail- 
way stations  at  St  Quentin  and  Terg- 
nler,  IS  bombs  on  bivouacs  in  the  dis- 
trict of  A  tain,  and  128  heavy  bombs  on 
the  stations  at  Ham  and  Athlea  and  the 
aviation  sheds  In  the  region  of  Peronne. 

"On    the    Somme    front    our    aviators 
yesterday    brought   down   three   German 
eroplanea.     Five  others  were  forced  to 
land  In  damaged  condition. 

"During  these  flights  Adjutant  Donne 
brought  down  his  fifteenth  enemy  ma- 
chine at  Barlenx.  and  Sgt  Flaehalre  his 
fifth  machine,  which  was  dashed  to 
pieces  on  the  ground  tn  the  Somme  dis- 
trict 

"North  of  Verdun  a  German  captive 
balloon,  attacked  by  on*  of  oar  pilots. 
foil  In  flames. 

"A  Oerman  aeroplane  was  brought 
down  within  oar  lines  yesterday  by  tbs 
fire  of  our  special  guns."
